NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Mr. Holman Mr. Holman Hant, R.A, has developed his views on the 
Hunt and the proposed National restoration of the Jews. His plans have 


coepate tend taken a definite shape, and have been obviously influenced 
by Dr. Theodore Herz\’s masterly treatise on “ the Jewish 
State.” Mr. Hunt unhappily declared his inability to take a personal share 


in the realisation of the chief of his ideas—the acquisition of Palestine ly 
purchase from the Su'tan. But we cannot help thinking that the remarks 
which he made on this topic at the meeting of the B’nei Zion, on Monday 
last, are hardly calculated to facilitate negotiations with the Sultan. Mr. 
Hunt's attack on the Ruler of Turkey was very ill-timed. The Jews—we 
say it with deep regret—are at present being persecuted, not by the Crescent, 
but by the Cross. Russia and Roumania are black spots on the fair face of 
Europe, while in the Turkish dominions the Jews, on the whole, are in the 
enjoyment of something like a very real toleration. Moreover, the ideal of 
the Hebrew Prophets, to whom Mr. Hunt referred, was not a warlike, but a 
peacefal restoration, not a Return which was to set peoples against peoples, 
but a Return which must be wonby theuniversal brotherhoodofman. TheJews 
may or may not approach the Sultan on this question, but if they do approach 
him it will not be with a threat. Ino other respects, we can only record 
ourdeep appreciation of Mr. Holman Lunt’s efforts towards a heroic solution of 
the Jewish question. His proposals have, at least, nothing ignoble about 
them. They spring nobly from a noble soul, and all Jews will do well to 
porder over his words and attempt to discuss the subject with seriousness 
end enthusiasm. 


The reported conclusion of a loan for Roumania, ia which 
Messrs. Rothschild, of Frankfort, are stated to have taken 
part, emboldens us to hope for some improvement in the 
situation of the Jews io that principality; and we do 
not think that this great financial house would bave been concerned in the 
matter without the condition of our coreligionists having been taken into 
consideration. The experience of the last thirty years has proved that in 
countries so constituted as is this Danubian State, the best chance of 
ameliorating the condition of the Hebrews lies in exertions from within, aided 
only by unofficial and friendly action from without. At the Berlin Conference 
of 1873, and in the events which followed, we all thought that a substantial 
victory had been obtained ; ard the opinion of Europe then recorded may yet 
prove usefal and influential ; but the direct effort anticipated from the action 
of the Powers was not achieved. Roumania became a Kingdom, but the 
condition attached to her recognition as such, that the Jews should be 
emancipated, remained an empty aspiration. These industrious and 
ett inhabitants of Wallachia and Moldavia, many of whom come 
rom families settled for centuries in the country, were regarded as aliens, and 
the grant of nationality was made to but few of them. ‘The present position 
of Englishmen in the Transvaal shews how hard it is, even where there is 
the most direct interest and the greatest goodwill on the part of a powerful 
foreign state, to procure civic privileges for those whom the privileged 
citizens choose to consider aliens. It is the o'd struggle of patricians 
and the plebs, citizens and metcci, which has ruined many statis by 
interminable seditions. Among free nations, only those became great, which 
like Rome of old, and England in modern days, were able to reconcile this 
antagonism by prompt and generous concessions on the one side and con- 
spicuous merit and strength on the other. ‘There were many secessions to

the Janiculum, and there were threatening demonstrations in peaceful England | 


itself, before the comitia were enlarged or the first Reform Bill passed. 
In Roumania the Jews must primarily work out their own salvation, 
but they may be assisted by public opinion and by the judicious conciliation 
of leading men and classes. It is difficult to say what steps are the most 
likely to conduce to early success in removing the oppression which inevitably 
falls upon unrepresented minorities. But such an event as the contracting 
of a loan gives an opportunity for bringing gentle pressure to bear, for 
showing where the power and will to help reside, and who are the persons 
most useful to the State. 


Our Roumanian Correspondent has lately written with the 
natural impatience which they feel who fiad themselves 
Emancipation, Continually excluded from the civic status and social 

privileges which render life desirable to civilised men. He 
has even suggested that tha emancipation of the Jews might be 
hastened from the highest quarter. Sir John Tenniel’s immortal 
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cartoon naturally recurs to mind in this connection. Lord Beaconsfield, 
then (1875) in the Lower Honse, was urging upon Seyyid Barghash, of 
Zanzibar, the abolition of slavery, and Punch made the dusky monarch reply 
in some such words as these :—* Conservative party, Oh! Ben Dizzy, very 
strong in Zanzibar.” The cultured Hohenzollern, who holds the throne of 
Roumania, may assist the gaining of the franchise by the Jews, and no step 
should be spared to deepen and renew his interest in this class of his subjects, 
but he cannot alone and by his own will confer the suffrage. It will be by 
many working together for one end, as we worked in England, up to 1898 ; 
and by steadily promoting enlightened ideas, not only among the Jews of 
Roumania, but among political persons and voters in that country, that the 
desired end will be reached. Conspicuous examples of Jewish devotion to 
the general welfare have already been given by Hebrews of the Principalities 
which now form King Charles’s dominions ; and a continuation of good 
works will one day be rewarded by the enfranchisement, not of the 
benefactors alone, but of their brethren in faith and race. 


; ve In an instructive article on German politics in Blackwood 
Anti-Semitism we fiad some thoughtfal remarks on the Anti-Semitism of 
Germany. the country, which, it must be remembered, is. an anti- 
Semitism of its own, different from that of France and again, 

from that of Rassia. Asevery country has the Jews it deserves, so the Jews 
in every country find an anti-Sewish feeling they have not merited. Anti- 
Semitism generally is sometimes identified with anti-capitalism. Were this the 
case, the writer in Maga observes, the war against the Jews would long since 
have been identified with the heresy of the Social Democrats. ‘ These in the 
spirit of Karl Marx would lead a crusade azaiast capital a3 a social misgrowth ; 
Sticker, and his new independent party, taking the name of the greatest Jew 
in vain, make war against Jews as a racial mistake.” The Jewish question 
in Prussia is complicated by envy, prejudice and ignorance, and “a permanent 
element unfortinately remains in natural incompatibility of temperament.” 
The average Berliner has no sense of spending. Lutheran asceticism sur- 
vives in Berlin, where there is a dislike of display. The streets never come 
near the smart appearance of Piccadilly or the Boulevards. There are not 


many carriages, and no parade of costume, the crowd is business-like and 


withoutcolour, The Jews, as part of themoneyed parrenus, oppose this tendency 
as nature and common-sense (our author says) dictate. ‘ Without vulgar 
ostentation, they spend the money which they acquire in all the paraphernalia 
of prosperity, equipages, dress, pictures, good living, and as elsewhere good 
works ; the last indeed out of all proportion to their numbers or wealth.” 
The best shops and best businesses are ran by Jews, who were the first to 
avail themselves of the advantages of education. Their virtnes as well as 
their vices are repugnant to the slow-moving (ierman, their abstemiousness, 
for instance, in the land of beer, and their comparative purity in the capital 
of cheap immorality. Wilhelm Georg, an anti-Semitic editor who bas now 
seen the evil of his ways, divides anti-Semitic Germany into four sections : 

1. The Idealists—anti-Semites by conviction, “Of these I know only a dozen,” 

2. The Business men who, from envy or malice, or other petty causes, are jealous of 
their rivals. “If they had their way, no one should swindle the public but themselves.” 

3. The SOE re who express their opinion in the beer-house,the train, public meet- 
ings, and loudest if a Jew happens in their way. 


4. The Conventionals, who think it fashionable to repeat an occasional anti-Semitic 
bon mot, 


It is no wonder, B'ackwood thinks, that the party should now have been 
shaken off by the Conservatives, The irony of the situation is that they 
play into the hands-of the Social Democrats, whom they went out to slay.

Women in the precedent by inviting ladies to attend a meeting of the 
Synagogue. Congregation which has been convened to consider cer- 
tain changes in the ritual, This is the first.occasion on 

which women have been formally consulted upon congregational matters. 
Whether this step be regarded as one in the direction of women’s suffrage, it 


is clearly reasonable that the form of public worship should not be changed 


without the views and the wishes of female worshippers being consulted. It 
is perhaps a pity that in this present instance the ladies, though invited to 
express their views, aredebarred from voting. Itisdifficult to understand why 
there should be this restriction or how it will be possible for a number of people 
to give expression to their views without voting. Evidently this apparent 
inconsistency is merely designed to meet the constitution of the synagogue 
which technically has no provision for female voting at meetings of the 
seatholders, There is no better sign of the times than the active participation 
of women in religious affairs. Whatever may be said to gloss over or 
explain away the rabbinical treatment of women in relation to the synagogue, 
the fact remains, that under the traditional system women did not form part 
of a congregational quoram. This has been set aside in the Reform 
Synagogue. Minyan is not considered, and on Friday evenings at the 
Berkeley Street Synagogue there is a fall choral service, even though there 
might be only three male worshippers. On ordinary occasions in that 
synagogue, including F'riday evenings, the majority of worshippers present 
are invariably women. ‘There can be no question that the interest of women 
in synagogue affairs would be greatly stimulated if they were expected and 
invited to have a voice in the direction of affairs. It would be of untold 


consequence to the future of Judaism were the interests of women thus 
increased,

members of this Synagogue have raised an objection to

pronounces anathema against a woman’s voice. Dr. Adler rightly argnes 
that no Board of Management should persist in such a change a3 the 
introduction of female voices into a Synagogue choir, if a strong minority is 
opposed to it. We think that the Board of Management of the Kast 
London Synagogue would have done well to consult the seatholders in the 
first instance, but the Rey. J. I°. Stern—the temperate tone of whose letters 
is beyond praise—has no difficulty in proving that the minority opposed to 
the innovation is very small. Of the twenty-two who signed the protest, 
several declare that they did so under a misapprehension, while some others, 
like honourable gentlemen, have boldly admitted that their fear was without 
ground, and that they now cheerfully assent to the innovation which they for a 
moment resented. We cannot see that the controversy involves any great 
principle. The question has already been decided once for all. Ladies sing 
in choirs in several synagogues under the jurisdiction of the Chief Rabbi, 
and the Rabbinical argument against the lawfulness of their doing so is a 
lamentable anachronism, The whole matter resolves itself into a question of 
expediency in each case. So far, Mr. Stern seems to have proved that in 
Stepney the Jews are as ready as are their West Ead brothers to perceive 
that the Jewess has a right to serve the Synagogue, and the Synagogue a 
right to the services of the Jewess.

Something more than passing interest attaches to our recent 


Be ob account of the establishment of a Jewish congregation in 
Australia, -erth, Western Australia. At the present time, Western 


Australia, of which Perth is the capital, looms large in the 
public mind. In consequence of the phenomenal discoveries of gold at 
Coolgardie, and other West Australian centres, which bid fair to make this 
part of the world rival even the Transvaal as a wealth-producing area, it has 
lately come to divide attention with South Africa. Hitherto the want 
of water has retarded progress, but this difficulty seems to be in a fair way of 
being surmounted, while the opening of the railway from Perth 
to Coolgardie, and its proposed extension to Murchison, Menzies, 
and other fields, is daily attracting settlers from all parts of the 
It is not surprising, therefore, to find that “the Cape Town of 
Western Australia” now includes a Jewish congregation of between 60 and 
80 members. But we are principally concerned to note that no sooner are 
Jews settled anywhere, in even the smallest numbers, than they feel it to be 
their duty to set about establishing a congregation, with all the paraphernalia 
of a Synagogue and a Hebrew School. Recently a correspondent in our 
columns spoke of the nucleus of a congregation at Bulawayo; Salisbury 
has invited t!-rough our advertising columns applications for the position of 
a Jewish minister which it is anxious to fill; and this week we report the con- 
secration of a new synagogue at Robertston. So we can observe that the 
attention of the Jews in these new settlements is not solely directed to 
worldly gains. It was the same with the older Australian Colonies. When 
the gold-fields were discovered, fifty years azo, Jews were in the van of those 
who flocked to the Colonies, but the adventurous quest for gold on which 
they started, so far from weakening their attachment to the old faith, rather 
intensified their desire to prove their steadfastness by founding religious 
communities. Melbourne and Sydnéy have become two of the most impor- 
tant congregations in the British Empire. Some of the most active members 
of the Anglo-Jewish community have gained their experience in the conduct 
of Jewish affairs in this distant part of the world.

aoe es” Mr. Frank I. Lyons, for the discussion of current 


problems, and last week, if we may draw the veil from 
their proceedings, some members and yisitors set about answering 
the question from which this note derives its title. Mr. James L. Polack, 
who has a wide knowledge of Jewish boy-life, read an able paper, in which he 
maintained that the Jewish boy’s temperament is nervous rather than brave, 
and that the Jewish youth possesses none of that fearlessness characteristic 
of the ordinary English school-boy. How difficult it is to generalise on 
such a topic, was amply shown by the fact that the lectarer’s brother, the 
Rev. J. Polack, of Clifton—whose experience of boys is also very 
extended—took the opposite side. It may seem a trifle heretical, but we 
venture to doubt whether boy-nature, English or any other, is, as a whole, 
unmistakably brave. Of course there are devil-may-care youths to whom 
danger has no meaning, just as there is once in a century a youthful Nelson 
who “does not know what fear means.” But courage is undoubtedly an 
acquired virtue, Children need teaching to be brave, and Mr. James Polack 
has done well to point this moral. Jewish education is very deficient on 
the physical side. But, that adult Jews, even after several centuries of 
ghetto repression, possess their full and fair share of physical courage we 
cannot doubt. Jews are gradually finding their way into dangerous ocenpa- 
tions, and if they are notorious in Johannesberg they were equally in evidence 
at Krugersdorp. - A recent duel reminds us of the noble martyrdom of the 
brave Captain Mayer, who fell—if ever a hero perished—in a glorious 
vindication of the Jewish cause. No, heroism is a rare gift, but in the 
annals of the brave, the Jews even to-day are not devoid of some bright 
sparks of the Maccabean spirit.

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CORRESPONDENCE, 


THE EDUCATION BILL.—I, 


Sir,—In discussing this measure thera can be no greater error than to con- 
fine our attention to the direct effect of the financial clauses, The financial 
relief proposed can profit little to the State or to our community if the general 
effect of the Bill is to lower the tone of our schools, And this, it appears to me, 
will be almost the inevitable consequence in Jewish schools if the religion 
clauses are carried as they stand. 

The primary object of any school is undoubtedly to train its pupils to 
become capable and honourable citizens, that is to say, the formation of 
charactcr, It is not the imparting of knowledge, nor the inculcation of religious 
dogma ; it is first and last, “ the formation of character and the development of 
intellectual and physical power.” And in this, religion plays by no means the 
most important part, Were most schoolmasters to be given the /rce choice of 
men professing the same faith as themselves or of men whcss characters were 
evidently of the highest tone, they would sacrifice, almost without hesitation, 
the former to the latter, 

I hold, therefore, that for us the one great consideration in the Bill is “ will 
it tend to raise or to lower the quality of the teachers ’” ; and after careful con- 
sideration I cannot but be convinced that the whole effect will be to discourage 
every capable Jew or Jewess from entering the profession. 

At apy time the inducements to men to send their children into the ele- 
mentary teaching profession are :— 

(1) Immediate salary ; 
(2) The hope of promotion to a headmastership ; 
(3) The hope of promotion to a position in a secondary school. 

(1) The salary which a capable teacher, after four years’ apprenticeship and 
two years’ training, can hops to receive does not, at the present time, compare 
over favourably with the emoluments accruing in other walks of life. In our 
Voluntary Schools we may agree that a man will receive about £75a year, anda 
woman about £65 to £70 The maximum for an assistant might possibly be £140, 
I am aware that at the Jews’ Free School, and in one or two other elementary 
schools, certain assistants receive more than £149; but these are cases which will 
nevir occur again if current report is to be believed, In Board Schools the 
maximum salary is for men £155, and for women £12). Can it be contended for 
a moment that emoluments such as these are sufficient to induce the most 
capable to become teachers? If anyone has any doubt upon the subject, he need 
bat reflect that the supply of Jewish teachers is considerably less than the 
demaud, At the present moment it seems doubtful whether Stepney Schools 
will ba able to obtain a capable Jewish teacher to fill the vacancy now existing. 
From the poirt of view, then, of immediate salary, the Bill should be carefally 
considered, The whole tendency of the financial arrangements,it would cer- 
tainly appear, would be t> diminish salaries, In a very able paper in this month's 
‘ontemporary, Mr. G. L. Brace deals with the finances of the London School 
Board. He points out indubitably that the main saving that could be made 
would be on the salaries of teachers; and the Bill,in taking the contro! of 
its finances out of the hands of the Board and placing them in the power of the 
new educational authority, with the avowed object of restricting the expendi- 
ture ia Board Schools, offers every opportunity to the men, who are nearly 
always elected on the “economy ticket,” to -effect every possible saving. 
Scsrsely apy reasonable man can doubt that the salaries of. teachers will 
assuredly not rise uoder the Government of the new educational authority, as by 
the Bill constituted. Hence the best we can expect, even if the new authority 
docs not interfere with the present rate of pay, is that the dearth of Jewish 
teachers will be no greater than at present. 

(2) It cannot be said that Jewish teachers had any expectation that the 
Bill, to be introduced this Session, would have the effect of throwing open more 
headmasterships to them. In spite of the fact that no religious questions might 
be asked of candidates for appointment, it was none the less true that strong 
objection exists to the present Jewish teachers on the alleged ground that they are 
not as suitable as their competitors. Those who have the appointment in their 
hands—sometimes being genuinely desirous of giving everyone fair play and of 
affording every encouragement to able men and women to enter the profession 
—do not appear to have considered theaspect which their present attitude would 
wear to those who might desire to make their sons and daughters teachers. 
Were La father deliberating over the profession or employment to which I 
should put my child, I should certainly reflect that whilst one in four of the 
Christian assistants is justified in hoping to become ultimately a head teacher, 
‘ searsely one in ten Jewish teachers dare entsartain such an expectation. 

Such is the condition which obtains at the present. The Bill will not 
diminish the effect of the disability, On the contrary, it will but intensify the 
evil. Whereas now the managers are not allowed t» enquire into the religious 
belief of candidates, under the Bill they will be Jownd to enquire, Let us 
imagine the attitude of a Christian Committee with the appointment to the 
head-teachership of a mixed school in their hands: grant, in the first instance, 
that whilst a large number of the children are Jewish, the majority are 
Christian, Since the head teacher will be held responsible under the Bill for 
the dogmatic instruction of the children, it seems to me the Commit‘ee would 
be more than human if they appointed a Jew. Again, suppose that the majority 
of the children are Jewish, even then, unless the community intrigues to secure 
the majority on the Committee of Management, there can bs little doubt that 
no Jew would be appointed. Thus, the Bill robs the teacher of even that little 
hope of promotion in elementary teaching he has now. 

(3) And if the chances of promotion in the Elemantary Sshool be small 
there are none at all that a Jew will be appointed to a position in a secondar 
school. I know of but two Jews who hold an appointment in a secondary seheel. 
The Head-master and the Governors are still strongly under the influence of 
the traditional Protestantism of the grammar schools, and ecclesiasticiam lays 
its hands so heavily upon them that scarce any one other than a clergyman need 
apply for the principal post. Undoubtedly those of us who looked for some 
legislative result from the work of the Secondary Education Committee, 
expected that the Bill would have the same effect as regards assistantships as 
the Act of 1870 had in the Elementary Schools. We thought the reign of 
ecclesiasticism would not be allowed to extend to the public secondary schools. 
But with the vicious clause which allows every mentally bloated clergyman to 
whip up a certain number of parents to claim special religious teaching 
disappears even this hope. The Governora of Secondary Schools will attach 
more importance than ever to the orthodoxy of candidates. At one or two of 
the great schools of the country there may be a sufficient number of Jewish 
children to compel the appointment of a Jew; but we want more than this; we 
bpm to be promoted on our merits as teachers, not on our merits or demerits as 

ews. 

In whatever way, then, a Jewish teacher regards this Bill, he cannot but 
conclude that for him it does naught but intensify the disabilities under which 
he labours, His salary will certainly not iocrease and his chances of promotion 
entirely disappear. ill he then recommend his sbarp pupils to enter the same 
profession? By no means! He will undoubtedly endeavour to induce the 
child to seek some more promising means of livelihood, and the ultimate effect 
must be to recruit the ranks of the profession—as the ranks of the clergy are 
recruited—from the less capable of our P atoning

JEWISH RELIGIOUS EDUCATION BOARD. 


Srr,—Yoar correspondent, Mr. Posener, has favoured the Board with his 
suggestions for reforms in its policy and administration. Perhaps he 
will permit me, in my individual capacity as a member cf the Board, to 
make a suggestion to him, It is to spend less time in working out fallacious 
figures and delusive deductions, and devote the time saved to the practical 
work of obtaining annual subscriptions or donations t» enable the Board 
to give the additional instruction desired. I have ventured to make this 
suggestion because, although I entirely disagree with the whole tenor of his 
arguments, I know he is actuated by an earnest desire to improve the Hebtrsw 
and religious education of our r. 

Unfortunately, however, Mr. Posener’s strictures are calculated to bring 
about a very undesirable end, and the very opposite of which, I am sure, he 
would desire. I have only to mention a fact to prove the truth of this assertion. 
Daring the past fortnight a lady interested in the work of the Board has been 
instituting a canvass for new annual subscribers, and although she has, I am 
pleased to say, been very successfal (proving that the community does not share 
the lugubrious views of your correspondent), there were some who, making other 

rsons’ conclasions their own—were glad of a ready-made excuse for not giving, 
y referring to the misleading, and, [am bound to say, illogical observations of 
your correspondent. 

Now, what is Mr. Posener’s chief ground of complaint? It is that we are 
endeavouring to teach about 6,000 children when we have only the means to 
instruct about one third or fourth of that number, and therefore, says he, with 
peculiar logic, that is the reason why the community at large (and himself among 
the number) withhold their subscriptions, He would bave us disband our 
c'asses and allow four or five thousand children to run loose without any Hebrew 
or religious education whatever, growiog up destitute of all ethical or religious 
training, a danger and a menace to ourselves as Jews, and for what reason ? la 
order that a se tion should be taught doubly well. What would he think of a 
captain, short of provisions, who decided to let three-fourths of his passengers 
starve, ip order that one-fourth might havea thoroughly good meal, Yet sub- 
stitute spiritual for physical food, and this is exactly what Mr. Posener’s 
argument amounts to. 

Mr. Posener next says “that the bad ‘Cheder’ system flourishes. . . 
is a serious reflection.on the Jewish Religious Education Board.” Can any- 
thing be more conspicuously illustrative of his thoughtless condemnation. If 
the “bad Cheder system” flourishes because of the reason he gives (which 1 
do not admit), then the reflection is upon the community which does not 
enable the Board to give as much instruction as could be desired, and also 
upon those to whom the M)3N ‘Pp 5 refer, “who do not give themselves, and 
also prevent others from giving.” 

Bat suppose we adopted our critic's suggestion to disregard the claims of 
say Deal Street School with its thousand or more children, or his alternative 
to teach the girls only, would that make the “bad ‘Cheder’ system ”’ Jes 
flourishing. There must necessarily be a larger number ot “struggling parants ” 
who would feel compelled to support the “ Cheder,” or face the alternative of 
their children being absolately ignorant of their religion and their faith, 

No doubt among the parents of the children there are some who could, and 
would be willing to co-operate with the Board, by contributing to its fands (for 
they are not all “struggling parents” or the “ poorest of the poor,’’) and if our 
critics wish to do useful work, let them tap this source for donations or subscrip- 
tions, promising them more time for their children’s instraction in return, but it 


must be an indispensable condition that such support shall be obtained Defvre the © 


Board can undertake the additional expense of the extra time. 

Adequate instruction can only be bailt upon a foundation of adequate funds, 
Inadequate instruction is the concomitant of inadequate funds. The whole 
fabric of Hebrew and Religious Education for the children of the poor rests 
upon those three well-known columas, £ s, d, and whoever desires t» strengthen 
this fabric, must direct his attention to the strengthening of theso colamas, for 
there is more practical utility in a single guinea subscriber cinvassdd than in 
writing fifty letters to the Press, The Board, hampered from want of funds, in 
its policy and administration, can only have arrangements involving a fair 
balance of advantages, and he must indeed be a captious critic who, under such 
circumstances, expects an ideal of excellence, 

In conclusion, I would remind our critics that institutions stand or fall, not 
by conforming, or failing to conform, to an ideal state of perfection, but by ful- 
filing, or failing to fulfil, the practical ends for which they exist,

MIXED CHOIRS AND MISCHIEVOUS SERMONS, 


Sir,—It was a wise preacher of old who said “ There is a time to keep silence 
and a time to speak,’ and we preachers of modern times would do well to tika 
his words to heart. If we did, those who hear or read our words would not be 
constrained to confess, as I fear I must, on reading a brief abstract of a sermon 
which appeared in your columns of last week, that they know not whether itis “a 
time to laugh or a time to weep.” My remark, I regret to say, has reference t » 
a sermon preached at the Hambro Synagogue on the seventh day of Passover, 
by the Rev. B. Spiers (Dayan) on the subject of * Mixed Choirs.” It will be 
within the recollection of your readers that the Board of Management of my 
Synagogue recently resolved, for reasons into which I need not here enter, to put 
into effect a recommendation of the Choir Committee of the United Synagogue 
deiling with the introduction of ladies’ voices in Synagogue Choirs, as had 
previously been done by two constituent synagogues in the West-end. The innc - 
vation gave rise to some correspondence iu your columns which | read with 
iaterest bat in which I took no part, knowing as I did that the subject would 
again engage the attention of my Board of Management, Although it is very 
difficult for a minister to maintain a jadicial silence on a question upon which 
he feels keenly—and in this instance the difficulty has been intensified when 
some yee gr and friends have been showering down upon me congratu- 
lations which I have not deserved, and others hurling at my head imprecatious 
which no doubt have been well intsntioned—I have striven to hold aloof from the 
strife of tongues which is assuredly aroused as soon as any attempt is made to 
render the service of an East-end Synagogue more responsive to the needs of 
the rising generation, 

In the East End there are to be found, and I fear there ever w | 
be, individuals who will admit of no concessions to the spirit of the ag-, 
who will tolerate no deviation from ancient custom however imperativeiv 
demanded and however readily sanctioned by enlightened ecclesiastical authority, 
individuals who will do their utmost, by fair means or by foul, to bar the way 
to all religious progress and to obstruct the efforts of those who would have the 
synagogue exert a real living influence on the sons and daughters of Israel. It 
is not surprising to me, therefore, that the introduction of ladies’ voices in our 
Choir should have aroused once again the anger of those whose conception of 
the development of Judaism is restricted within the limits of the Shulchan Aruch ! 
But as far as I am concerned the sma)! band of self constituted Rabbis who have 
been airing their knowledge of the Din by shouting AW AWN 7), not to 
mention those who have ingeniously manufactured Dinim of ther own— 
miserable, gross hullucinations—which happily find no place in our ancient legal 
codes—have had it all their own way. And I would still hold my peace, 
although there is no longer any reason for my doing so, were it not that my 
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silence would be misinterpreted by those who have a right to look to me for 

uidance on religious questions, 
cannot bat regard the recent sermon cf Mr, Spiers—which I 
venture to characterise with all respect to his high office and his 
profound learning as mischievous—as a challenge, and I have no hesitation in 
taking up the gauntlet he has thrown down. But before entering upon a 
criticism of the discourse itself I must say a werd or two as to the purpose 
which its delivery was intended to serve, Did I not know that Mr, Spiers was 
incapable of an unworthy motive, I should be inclined to think that the object 
be bad in view was to create communal dissension and to srouse prejudice 
against the members of my congregation, But knowingas I do fall well that no 
one is more anxious for the maintenance or peace and brotherly love among the 
different classes of Jews in the East-end, and that vo one labours more energeti- 
cally than he does to reconcile the conflicting elements amongst us, I must 
confess that Iam ata loss to understand why Mr. Spiers should have gone out 
cf his way to denounce mixed choirs as contrary to the principles of ortt odox 
Judaism to a congregation who do nct contemplate introducing such an 
innovation, although as Mr. Spiers is well aware, it has not been interdicted by 
the religious head of the community, Bat it is proverbial that the courtiers are 
generally more royal than the king himself, 

Now as to the weighty reasons addaced by the learned Dayan 
in his sermon for the uncompromising attitade which in his opinion 
it behoves orthodox Jews to take up on this question of mixed 
choirs. Bat first, a word or two on the text which inspired the sublime 
lesson which the preacher was desirous of conveying to bis hearers, “ Stand 
+till and see,” a truly happy text, thoroughly typical of the standpoint taken up 
by the preacher on tne question which he set himself to discuss. But 
when one reflects for a moment on the past history of the copgre- 
gation which the learned Dayan was addresssing and its present 
position in the community, when one calls to miad tbat he was 
preaching before the few surviving members cf a once prosperous and numerous 
congregation whose glory has departed, and whose synagogue is now but a 
memory of the past, one cannot bat feel that the words, “Stand still and see” 
must have fallen with a strange irony upon the ears of those who are interested 
in the fatare of the Hambro Synagogue. It must have occurred to the minds 
of the more thoughtful members tnatit was because they had stood still too 
long that they had seen their congregants dwindle away, and their anciert place 


of worship demolished. For although the decay of the Hambro Synsgogue is” 


generally attributed to the extinction or migration cf the families who tormerly 
worshipped therein, it cannot be doubted thatin the East Ead of London to-day 
there are hundreds of men and women who as boys and girls were wont to wor- 
ship in the Hambro Synegogue, and who might still have been affectionately 
attached to the house of prayer which was dear to their fatners and mothers, 
had the attempt been made in the past to arouse the interest and to consider the 
needs of the then rising generation. Other corgregations may well tike a 
lesson from the fate of the Hambro Synazogue and determine that they will 
no longer “stand still and see’’—their own downfall, but “go forward " and 
prosper as they must, if they are but mindful of those who will take their places 
and carry on their work in the future. Aad experience has convinced me and 
otber ministers that there is no wore effectual method of enlisting the interest 
of the young in the synagogue than to encourage them—both men and women 
—to take part in its service of song. 

Bat the learned Dayan contends in his sermon that this course cannot be 
adopted as it is opposed to the teaching of Scriptura, “The Bible clearly 
stated,” he pointed out, “that it was not until Moses and the men of Isracl had 
completed their song of praise, that Miram and the women followed their 
example.’ This is an ingenious piece of jugglery, but very poor Biblical 
exegesis and quite unwortby of Mr. Spiers’ ripe scholarship. Iaordert> prove 
his point Mr, Spiers would have us picture the depirtura from Egypt, as if it 
were a representation of some mod: ra Savoy opera with a chorus of male per- 
formers appearing in one scene and of females in another. I must ask to be 
excused from foliowing bim in this unnatural interpretation of Scripture as 
being unreasonable and unsuppcr-ed by our ancient commentators, by whom I 
prefer to be led, 

Rashi simply points out that Moses led the men in the song and Miriam the 
women; Nachmanides, that Miriam tock upeach verse of the song af:er Moses ; 
while the Biur distinctly stats tbat the passage ¢ f the song repeated by Miriam, 


being in the masculine gender, was sung by Miriam fo the mencf Israel. Mr. © 


Spiers gains nothing from the passage upon which he bases his sc-zalled argu- 
ment, He merely exposes the weakness of bis own case by drawing attention to 
the sbsurd extremes to which thcse are driven who would fiad Biblical support 
for un-Biblical idess. What would Mr. Spiers say if I were to contend that not 
only was the writer of the Book of Judges in favour of mixed choirs, but was 
also imbued with the true spirit of an Englishman because he wrote—curiously 
enough—" then sang Deborah and Barak, the son of Abinoam”™ (Judges v., 1), 
placing the name cf the woman fiist and putting the verb in the feminine 
gender? Imeke no such contention, but I am pleased to think that Scripture 
furnishes us witb an example cf a man and woman blending their voices in a 
duet. Whatever Mr, Spiers may have to say by way of criticism on this letter 
--and I can assure bim his remaiks will be read by me with the prof .undest 
reepect—I am sure my concluding words will afford him the same pleasure that 
it gives me to write them, viz., taat the introduction of ladies’ voices in our 
choir has aroused an interest in the work of the synagogue and in attendance at 
its services among the female portion of my congregation quite beyond my 
«xpectatiors ; and farther, that several of our lady choristers whose kaowledge 
of music is greater than their kaowledge of Hebrew, are taking steps to make 
ne more familiar with the sacred language of our Bible and our Prayer

THE JEWS’ HOSPITAL AND ORPHAN ASYLUM AND 
Mr. MUNDELLA’S REPORT. 


Sir,—The coincident publication of the respective Reports of the Jews 
Hospital and Orphan Asylum ani the Committee of Laquiry into the Working 
of tne Poor Law Schools occurs opportunely for very careful consideration by 
the managers of the former institution and by the community, 

I do not kaow how far the preparations for its enlargement have progressed ; 
but it would certainly seem to be a grievous mistake t »expend the sum so band- 
somely raised at the Centenary Festival in a scheme, the principle cf which is 
condemned by the highest expert evidence. No oue who bas 

cad Mr, Mundeila’s report can be any longer ignorant of the dangers that lurk, 
hitherto unsuspected, in the system that «rowds large numbers of children ixt > 
one school. Tne apparent simplicity and economy of employing only one stat!, 
one local and one organization have, apparent!y, never till now veen questioned. 
Tbe report, however, adduces such irrefragable proof to the contrary, such 
strong denunciation of the attendant evils and such fierce condemnation of the 
whole system, that it behoves the community to consider well whether it would 
not be a better plan to establish one or more branches of the asylum ia other 
parts of the kingdom rather than to make extensions at Norwood. 

The report declares that the mental and moral debasement of the children, 
the destruction of all individuality from among them, the joylessness of tneir 
lives, and the frequent prevalence cf contagious maladies are among the 
appalling consequences that rosult from the subjection of hundreds of chiidren 
to uniform treatment and discipline; and that these evils are avoidable only 
under conditions that will secure for the children more and better attention 
to their individual needs and development, The system of separate and smaller 
institutions appears to apswcer excellently in the case of Dr. Barnardo's numerous 
and widely-separated homes, while the troubles that ensue from cootralization 
result in an annual cost t» the ratepayers of no less a sum than £30 for each 
child under the care of the Poor Law autborities, 

It appears to me that the establishment of a branch of our great Asylum 
in some suitable spot in Lancashire or Yorkshire would afford not only a local 
refuge for the orphans of the growing Jewish communities in the North, but a 
splendid oppo’ tanity for those communities to bear a due share of communal 
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burdens and responsibilities. It would give benevolent and useful men and 
women & wide and congenial scope for their personal service and to public- 
spirited philanthropists in their very midst a worthy object for their

Oar coreligionists are therefore morally bound to re siprocate 
our sympatby now that we ask them for their pecuniary aid, We do not want 
it for ourselves, but for those children whose parents are unable to pay for 
their proper education, and also to enable Jewish children, coming from 
up-country fcr education, to have a Jewish home, where they will have a Jewish 
tralping.

THE REV. CANON MoCORMICK AND THE JEWS. 


The Curtr Rapet delivered a lecture yesterday week at the Highbury 
Atberwum, on Moses Mendelssohn. The lecture was the last of a course, the 
nett proceeds of which are to be given to the Great Northern Central Hospital. 
The Rev. Canon McCokmick, Vicar of St. Augustine's, Highbury, and Chaplain- 
in-Ordinary to the Queen, occupied the chair, In introducing the lecturer toa 
large audience of Jews and Christians, Canon McCormick said he was glad to 
meet the Chief Rabbi on common ground, that of charity, and especially that 
form of charity in which both were largely interested—the support of hospitals, 
He was actuated by feelings of the utmost friendship for Jews, and hoped that 
amicable relations would always exist between them. He was pleased to recall 
the share which he took when at Hull in denouncing the persecution cf the 
Russian Jews, aod was proud to remember bow all their coreligionista at that 
port afterwards treated him asa friend. As tothe lecture, he ventured to pro- 
phesv for the audience an intellectual treat. 

Dr, ADLER thea delivered his lecture, which in a popular manner dealt with 
the life and writings of Mendelssohn, and was listened to with great attention 
by the audience, who hearti.y applauded the many good points with which the 
paper bristled. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, the CuarrRMAN said it was always dangerous 
to prophesy. He had prophesied that they would hear a valuable and instruc- 
tive lecture, and the rapt attention with which the audience listened to the able 
way wherein the subject had been dealt with showed that he had been a true 
prophet. D-. Adler's lecture bad been lucid, and in certain portions most 
eloquent. (Cheers.) It was not easy for anyone to deal in a lecture witb one 
of bis own belief. There was always the danger of overstepping the bounds of 
fsirness and courtesy; but the Chief Rabbi had steered an even course. He must 
have known that there would be some among his hearers who differed from bis 
views, but there was nothing of dogmatitm on his part, He proposed a hearty 
vote of thanks to the lecturer. | 

The Cuter Raust, in acknowledging the vote, thanked Canon McVormick 
for hs sympathy with that portion of the Jewish race who were still suffering 
from persecution. It was a source of rejoicivg to him (Dr. Adler) that when- 
ever he went to Hull he was told of the ceeak bindiacen the Canon had shown to 
the Jews there, and especially of the sympathetic feelings that bad induced him 
to be foremost in showing practical sympatby with the Jews in Kussia. 

The Rev. M. Hyamson, B.A., Chairman of the Organising Committee of the 
lecturers, said that the success of the lectures had emboldened the Committee to 
arrange for another course next session.

It is contemplated to increase the scope of the Jewish Colonisation Arsocia- 
tion—founded and capitalised by Baron de Hirsch—by making it the recipient 
of gifts for objects other than the direct purpose of the Company, Subclause C, 
in Clause 3, in the Memorandum of Association declares that one of the objects 
of the Company is: 

“To accept gifts, donations ani bequests of money and other property on 


the terms of the same being applied for all or some one or mcre of the purposes 
of the Company, or on such other termsas may be consistent with the objects of 
the Company.” 

An extraordinary general meeting of the Company was held last week, when 
it was resolved that there be added before “ or on such other terms ” the follow- 
ing words :—" or for any other philanthropic purposes specified by the donor or 
testator for the benefit of Jewish communities or individuals either in Europe 
or in America,” 


A QUAINT CEREMONY. 


| FROM A CORRESPONDENT, | 


The ceremonies attendant on the advent of Passover in various climes, and 
sometimes under romantic conditions, have often beer described in your columns ; 
but it may be questioned whetber the exit of the Festival has ever been similarly 
honoured, even in the most cureory fashion, This may perhaps be attributed to 
the fact that we English Jews attach little importance to the few hours dedicated 
to the re-installation of chometz into our dwellings. The only reminiecence of the 
closing hours of Passover that I can recall when a boy, is a hastily-prepared meal 
of bread, cheese and onions, washed down by the aid of a simple brrachah RSD, 
and a draft of beer, Not so with our brethren in other countries, part .cnlarly 
the East. With them the night in question is on!y secondary in imporijance to 
the Hagadah nights, and they make it an occasion for family gatherings. Every 
member of the family is found in bis or her place, and the ceremony of speeding - 
the outgoing Festival is not devoid of solemnity commingled with mirth and a 
certain gaiety of spirit. 1 was privileged to witness the ceremony in the house 
of an Egyptian co-religionist, and was struck with the preparations that had 
been made, presenting all the charm of novelty to my unaccustomed eyes. 

In a beautifully furnished apartment were gathered all the members of the 
family and some friends of the host. The table in the centre was literally 
crammed with viands—fruit, vegetables, cakes, wines, &c., of all of which you 
are supposed to partake if you wish to avoid a breach of etiquette. One of the 
most dainty dishes wasa preparation of honey and almonds, on tasting which the 
thought occurred to me, that if we English have undertaken to teach the Egyptians 
the art of war, they can retaliate upon us with lessons in the culinary art. Coffee 
with a delicious fragrance was served, in the manipalation of which our Cairo 
friends, as ia notorious, excel. Then the hoetess would hand you intricately- 
shaped confections fresh from the oven and made with her own hands ; 
while others would engage in the innocent pastime of besprinkling you liberally 
with delicioua scent. The religious element aleo was not absent, for now and 
again I noticed that certain guests, before partaking of the viands, would pro- 
nounce a “ blessing” with head covered. What, however, riveted my attention 
most was a silver urn filled with flour, round the edge of which ‘were cunningly 
inserted silver coins. This urn was passed round, and I was astonished to hear 
that it was intended as a preventive against the ‘evil eye.” The manner in 
which the charm was invoked was, having placed one’s hands in the shape of a 
semi-circle over the eyes, then peer solemnly with ha'f closed eyes into the urn, 
meanwhile uttering sotto roce some objurgation the text of which I did not catch. 
It is a superstitious rite which should command respect, seeing that every section 
of Jews, even the Reformed, give a place in their prayer-book to the supplica- 
tion for deliverance from the evil eye. Whether the method here described is 
efficacious or not, I cannot say ; but itis undeniable that our Oriental brothers and 
sisters have resort to all manner of tactics whereby to lay the dreaded monster. 
Tue remainder of the evening was pleasantly wiled away by the singing of love 
songs in the Arabic tongue, to the accompaniment of an Egyptian guitar, to 
appreciate which one must have a trained ear both for the rhythm of the words 
and the melody. Needless to say that in an assembly of Oriental Jews cigarette 
smoking was indulged in without intermission ; some of the ladies did not 
refrain from participating in this recreation, nor from enjoying the fumes of the 
nargilleh at a.later hour. 


THE TSAR’S CORONATION AND THE RUSSIAN JEWS. 


The following lettar was published in the 7imes of Monday :— 

Sir,—On many occasions in past years you have afforded me opportunity in The Times 
to indicate the position of affairs in regard to the persecution of the Jews in Russia. 

From the moment that the new Tsar succeeded to the Throne omer have been enter- 
tained by representative Jewish bodies in England and abroad that a better state of things 
would prevail. We are now shocked to learn that at the approaching coronation at Moscow, 
when representatives of various religious sects and communities outside the Orthodox 
Russian Church are invited, his Majesty's Jewish subjects alone will be unrepresented. 
So general and comprehensive are the lists of sects invited to send delegates that they in- 
clude the Karaites, who only number in all Russia 5,000, a body which is notoriously apart 
from the Jewish Synagogue as a whole. They stand in relation to Judaism much in the 
same attitude as the Plymouth Brethren do tothe Church of England. The Jewish 
religion proper, numbering five million adherents who are subjects of the Tsar, is de- 
liberately excluded. Nota single Rabbi either from the Pale of Settlement or from Mescow 
or St. Petersburg is allowed to be present. Comment is needless. This matter has been 
studiously considered by the Government of Russia and, we must assume, by the Tsar 
himself. If it can be imagined that such a decision has been arrived at by accident, the 
mention of it in The Times may be the means of bringing it to the knowledge of the Tsar, 
even though the copious comments on it in Jewish newspapers for weeks past have failed 
to do so. 


What a monstrous complaint it is to allege that the Russian Jews feel less Russian 
than other Russians when their Imperial master does not treat them like any other 
Russians) Yet in spite of this conspicuous insult they go on praying f r the Tsarin every 
synagogue in his dominions. The Rassian Jews in London, who had no intention of 
returning to Russia, took the oath of allegiance to the new ‘Tsar, so completely patriotic 
are Russian Jews both in their own country and elsewhere. Coupled with the fact that 
there has been no improvement whatever in the condition of the Russian Jews since the 
present Tsar's accession and no relaxation of the oppressive laws against them, this signal 
act of ungraciousness does not encourage our hopes in the benignity of the new reign,

LETTER FROM CHIEF RABBI. 
Office of the Chief Rabba, 
22, Finsbury Square, 
London, March 24th, 5656. 
My DEAR Str,— 

I feel it my duty to bring the following subject under your notice and to the con- 
si leration of your Board of Management. 

I have been approached by several members of, and worshippers at your synagogue, 
who object to the addition recently made of ladies’ voices to your Choir, and who state that, 
i'n consequence of this innovation, they are obliged to absent themselves from your ser: ices. 
You must, I am sure, agree with me that any such withdrawal ia much to be regretted. 

When I sanctioned tertain mocdificstions in the Ritual four years ago, I stipulated as 
follows in the pastoral letter which I issued on the subject: “Should it be desired t» 
introduce some of these modifications into any other synagogue, the greatest precaution 
should be exercised that such introduction do not mar the peace and brotherly union which 
should exist among the members, and that it should not alienate any of its regular 
worshippers.” Lam sure you will agree with me that such a proviso is both wise and just. 
lt is true that in two synagogues in the West, ladies’ voices have been added to the Choir 
in’ copsequence of the Choirmaster having experienced grave difficulty in obtaining the 
requisite number of boys’ voices. You, however, do not labour under a similar drawback, 
as you have so large a range to draw from in the Stepney Schools adjoining your synagogue. 

You have informed we that, since the introduction of a ladies’ Choir, a more vivid 
desire to join in the Sabbath Services has been manifested by the female section of your 
congregation. 1 believe, however, that this very desirable object could be gained by the 
introduction of Congregational Singing, the lady members seated in their places in the 
gallery joining the rest of the congregation in the responses and hymns. But if the 
present arrangement continues, there is reason to apprehend, that, as you admitted to me 
ut a recent interview, solos will be sung by the ladies of the Choir—a display which I have 
nuiformly deprecated ; as being contrary to the rules which regulate our Divine Services, 
and at variance with the reserve and modesty which, from time immemorial, have 
characterised the position of the Jewish woman in the synagogue.

REPLIES BY BOARD OF MANAGEMENT.

I am directed to inform you that your letter of the 2ith ult. having reference to the: 


Choir was consilered by my Board of Management at their meeting on the 9th inst. The 
Board note with satisfaction that you do.not declare the introduction of ladies’ voices to be 
contrary to Jewish law, as has been alleged by the few members of my congregation who 
have approached you on this matter, At the same time the Board feel you have formed a 
somewhat exaggerated opinion as to the extent of the opposition which has been aroused 
among the members of the congregation with regard to this matter. I am therefore to 
inform you that although no effort has been spared to stir up dissension against the action 
of my Board, only twenty-two members have been induced to sign a protest which has been 
snomitted to. an‘ considered by, the Board, together with your letter. of the twenty-two 
members whose names have been appended to this protest, several have since repudiated 
their signatures, others have admitted that they were ignorant of the contents of the docu- 
ment they were urged to sign, while others again who were present in the synagogue on the 
recent festival were greatly impressed by the marked improvement in the Choir. and have 
siguified their desire to disassociate themselves from the said protest. 

{ am further.to inform you that before carrying into effect the recommendation of the 
Choir Committee of the United Synagogue with regard to the employment of ladies voices 
every effort was made by my Board —and has been made for years - to obtain suitable boys’ 
voices, but as it is the practice of the West End Synagogues, who expend considerable sums 
on the maintenance of their choirs, to pay the lads (who are for the most part drawn from 
the East End) on a scale quite beyond the resources of my synagogue, the Board felt that 
they had every reason to follow the precedent set in the West End, and toavail themselves of 
the honorary services of those ladies of the East London Jewish Communal League who 
volunteered to co-operate with the choir. 

With regard to your suggestion that these ladies should join in the singing from 
their ordinary seats instead of being grouped together, I am to say that it is essential 
that they should be so placed asto be uoder the direction of the Choirmaster. and this has 
been satisfactorily arranged by the division by means of a grill, of the rear portion of the 
central gallery in which the Choir is located. In conclusion, the Board desire me toinform 
you that the Synagogue was densely crowded during the recent Festival

Dear Sirs,—I beg to inform you that at a meeting of the Board of Management held 
on the 9th inst , consideration was given to the letter signed by youand a few other seat- 
holders of the synagogue asking for the withdrawal of the lady members from the choir 
on the ground that the passage of the Shulchan Aruch, quoted in your letter prohibits the 
introduction of ladies’ voices in the services of the synagogue. In reply to you communi- 
cation, I am directed to say that as the Board, in accepting the services of voluntary lady 
choristers, were guided by a recommendation of the Choir Committee of the United 
Synagogue which had already been carried into effect by two other Constituent Synagogues 
it 1s unnecessary for them to enter into the religious question which you raise. The Board 
are in receipt of a letter from the Chief Rabbi on this matter, and would point out to you 
that it does not declare the action of my Board to be contrary to Jewish Law. The Board have 


therefore confined their consideration to the question whether the innovation to which you 
take exception meets with the approval of the great majority of the congregation, and on 
this point they entertain no doubt whatever. On the recent Festival the synagogue was 
densely ecowded. and general satisfaction was expressed at the marked improvement in 
the choir—an expression of opinion in which several of the signatories to your protest 
joined. Under these circumstances the Board feel that they have no reason to regret the 
step they have taken, and that in the interests of the synagogue they must adhere to their 
Resolution.

BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


The mouthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on 
Monday in the Board Room. at the new offices in Widegate Street. ‘There were 
present : Mr. B. L. Cohen, M.P., President, and subseqaently Mr. F. D. Mocatta, 
Vice-president, in the chair; Messrs, J. 8. Ballin, I. M, Boekbioder, Att5ur E. 
Franklin, M. A. Green, Stephen S. Hvam, L. Jacob, A. L, H. R. 
Levinsobn, J. Levy, H. G. Lousada, F, I. Lyons, H. H. Myer, Asher I, Myers, 
W. Myers, A. Rosenfeld, J, A, Rozelaar, Charles Samuel, S:uart M. Samuel, A, 
Saunders, I. Seligman, 8, Simons, A. M. Woolf. 

The PaesipDENT, in opening the proceedings, siii: I have formally, but 
none the less sincerely to express my pleasure in greeting you for the first time 
in what you will ackaowledge to be an appropriate Council Chamber, which I 
hope will be the source of much usefal work, credit ible t> the community and 
useful to the Jewish poor. The first announcement I have to make to you hero 
is«f a very agreeable character. Thanks to the energy and diplomacy of Mr. 
S. Simons, Chairman of the Loan Committee, Baron de Hirsch bas sent a 
cheque for £500 in aid of that necessitous Committee, This gift, apart from 
its material value, is particuleriy welcome as another tribute to Mr. Simons’ 
success in a quarter where others of our colleagues had been uosuccessful. I 
am sure the BosrJ will endorse the letter cf thanks I sent to Mr, Simons oa 
Saturday evening in reply to his tslegram—(Hlear, hear), You will also 
remember that Messrs. Davis and Emanuel declined to accept any payment 
cr even thanks for the great service they bad rendered to the Board, I believe, 
however, it would be agreeable to Mr. Barrow Emanuel if I wrots him a letter 
to sey that at our first meeting in this building the Board authorised ms to 
express the great satisfaction it feels at the manner in which he carried out bis 
wcrk—( Hear, hear.) 

The CHAIRMAN submitted a report of the Executive Committee on changes 
in additiovs to the staff consequent on the removal of the offices. Among the 
recommendations were the following :— 


That an officer be engaged whose duty it shall primarily be, to investigate an! 
supervise cases coming before the lovestigating Committee, and farther, to discharge such 
other duties on behalf of the Board as may be required of him; and that powers be given 
to the Executive Committec, to enzage an officer at a salary not exceeding 55s.a week 

In :eference to the resignation of Mr. 8. Levy, shorthand junior clerk, the Committee 
recommends—“ That Mr. M. Benjamin, at present assistant clerk to the Industrial 
Committee, be appointed to the vacant post of shorthand junior clerk, and that the 
engagement take efiect at the earliest moment convenient to the Industrial Committee.” 

In re-arranging the work of the staff, new and responsible duties devolve upon Mr. 
Charles Eckersdorf, second clerk. The Committee has every reason to consider his 
sromotion well deserved, and recommend—* That the salary of Mr. Charles Eckersdorf, 

raised.” 

The Committee recommends the appointments of Mr. I. P. Cohen, the clerk, as 
bookkeeper, and Mr I. Abrahams, second clerk, as cashier. 

To complete the re-arrangements which the Executive Committee consider are 
absolutely necessary, it is further recommened —“ That a junior clerk be appointed,” 

Mr. CoHeEN,in moving the adoption of the report and recommendat:ons said 
that in their proposals the Executive Committee had studied efficiency and 
economy. In Devonshire Square the staff consisted of 19 pcrsons, and only two 
additions were proposed thereto, The amount previously paid in saluries was 
£2,271 a year, and in futare it would ba £2,457, an increase of £216. The 
increase was large and serious, but it would not prove a Crain on the resourses 
of the Board, because the rent hitherto paid at Davonshire Square would be 
economised, and as the workrooms were now housed at Widegate Street intt ad 
of baving to pay rent at Bishopsgate Street the Workrooms Committee would 
be asked to do without the annual grant of £100 from the Board. 
‘Mr, Charles Samuel, Chairman of the Workrooms Committee: No, no. | 
it was proposed that Mr. Stephany’s work should be more general in fature 
and less: departmental, so that he would have a more comprehensive survey of 
the operations of the Board. Except in emergencies he would not bo expected 
to atiend Rota Committees. The system of accounts would also be altered so 
that each department should be responsible for its own income ard expenditure. 

Mr. Cuarvces SaMceEv eaid that es the workrooms had a deficit every year 
it could not afford to do without the subvention of the Board. 
in Mr. LEVINSOHN supported the recommendation for a new investigating 
officer. 

Mr. A. RosEnretp and Mr. I. SeLicuan deprecated the removal of Mr. 
Stephany from rota committees; Mr. F. I Lyoxs said be regarded it asa 
mistake t> commence work at the new offices with new officials, and Messrs. 
F, D, Mocarra, M, A. GREEN and A. supported the recommen- 
dations of the Executive Committee. which were ultimately adopted. 

The Board sanctioned the investment of a legacy of £100 from the late 
Mr. Sidney Henry Solomon, and a donation of £20 from the family of the 
late Mr. Jacob Levy, West Hartlepool.

The Chairman taid that the fame of Mr. Holman Hunt was engraved in 
those works of art which he had given forth to the world pourtraying the beauties 
of their beloved fatherland, of its characteristics and ofits people. But Mr. Hunt 
had shown lately that he was not only a lover of Jerusalem but that he desired 
there should be carried out a certain scheme in connection with Zion—a scheme 
for the establishment there of a Jewish state. The Chovevi Zion Society could 
not actually pio its adhesion to the idea, because their Society was essentially 
one that had no political motive but merely desired to re-establish Jews upon the 
law which belonged to them because of ite associations, because it was the land 
of their forefathers and because it was the land in which they were promised a 
great future. Mr. Holman Hunt was a lover of Zion and in that capacity he was 
welcome amongst them and he was sure that there was no occasion to ask their 
attention to the address that Mr, Hunt was about to deliver, because he was con- 
vinced they were all eager to hear it. 


MR. HOLMAN HUNT’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Hotman Hunt, R.A. (who was received with loud applause) then 
delivered an address. After some introductory remarks, he said that 
his long residence in Palestine forbad him to dismiss the horrors of the rule 
of the Sublime Porte from his eyes, or to sleep with the reflection that it was not 
his business; and circumstances seemed to be ripening for the restoration of the 
Jews. He said : Two weeks after the despatch of my letter I was encouraged 
by the publication in the Jewish Chronicle of Dr. Theodor Herzl’s appeal for the 
return of the Jews. 1 thereupon published my arguments in the same valuable 
journal. It is because [ am a more external spectator of the circumstances of 
the day that 1 venture on a bolder demand than he. I can ask for nothing short 
of escaping the Turk altogether cither as sovereign or suzerain, since he, where- 
ever he has fixed his foot, has ever brought desolation and woe to Jew, to 
Christian, and to Mahommedan also. The generous attention that the proposal 
bas stimulated does not blind me to the difficulties of the work. It is not 
unaccountable that I have.seemed too vieionary to some; but, on the other hand, 
there is a numerous class who denounce me for not waiting until God in His own 
good time and manner shall effect the purpose. 1 feel that the first 
most need attention, seeing they are the acting men in life’s affairs, and the 
second are unlikely to bs of much use in their present mood, which does not seem 
to ba founded upon the examples of Moses, Joshus, Jephthab, Gideon, David, tle 
Maccabees, or the Christian Apostles. There are two objections to the idea that 
have ever been made to me by men of the world, one being that the Jews do not 
wish to go back to Judea, another that they never can be agriculturists, and 
could not get a living except on the industry of others. The first is publicly 
now disproved by Dr. Theodor Herzl’s paper and although many of my present 
audience would not need the testimony, I will quots from the lecture given by 
Major Conder, in 1892, on Eastern Palestine, the statistics he gives of 
the ascertained number of Jewish egriculturists. In the Russian Pale there are 
64,000. In Galicia the Jewish farmers amount to 600,000, and in Palestise 
there were 3.000 colonists. And there had been a recent acquisition of land in 
Bashan, to be distributed on advantageous terme to settlers of the race, which 
far exceed all farmed earlier, being in all 45 square miles, I think these facts 
l¢dave nothing to be said against our opponents, except that in Jerusalem, where 
there are already 42,000 Jews, many gain their livelihood as carpenters, masons, 
bedding-makere,-tailora, and as other handi-craftsmen, as I myself can witness. 
It is true that being restricted by Christian prejudice in Europe from engaging 
in many industries they have contracted—perhaps unduly—the habit of money 
grubbiog, but we all have been moved by the history of their nobler instincts 
and these are still in the breasts of the descendants to drive out the lower 
habits. Seeing how incredulous people were at the success of the first farm 
started as a training college by Baron Rothschild, in 1860, we must not be 
discouraged at scepticism ae to the feasibility of the National Scheme. 
So far this is but an idea, bat it is a very tenacious and vigorous one, having 
remained in its freshness for some millenniums. We must remember, too, that the 
resuscitation of the Greek Empire, and the unification of the Italian states were 
only dreams a generation or two ago, and for effecting the last change miracles 
were needed, and miracles were doze before the eyes of the wondering world, for 
Garibaldi's conquest of Naples with his thousand volunteers was a dream that no 
waking changed! “These things came to pass from small beginnings because 
God is just.” Men short of middle age may remember the making of the inde- 
pendence of Servia, One argument against our purpose needing respect, is that 
the inevitable movement in modern days is towards the extension rather than the 
decreasing of the limits of Empires. With perfectly vigorous vitality at the head 
of the realm, the observation is established as well founded, but as many of the 
new States mentioned show—where the territories were carved out of a larger 
State—great kingdoms have to yield up part of themselves to save the whole. 
Another answer remains, that our scheme, in its working out, will tend to the 
extension of empire, because the establishment of an ancient autonomy without 
recourse to war can only occur by the suspension of that mischievous spirit 
whereby each State injures its neighbour, in faith that thus it may gain benefit 
itself, and when this tradition is once abandoned, every just and civilised State 
must grow at the expense of the deceitful and barbarous tyrannies. My 


business I have already declared is not to interpret particular prophecies. 


as arguments for engaging in the new crusade. To be candid, | must 
avow that, like most readers, I have oft been attracted by the 
sublime utterances of the Hebrew prophets until they have led to peasees so far 
beyond my comprehension, that I have recognised that if the celebrated German 
critic, who found about two hundred prophecies which had never been fulfilled, 


had to be corrected, it needed some student much more profound than I could 
be to set him right. In my desire to be fully candid, however, I must not leave 
the impression that the defect was in these spiritual forecasts of the future, for 
some have been so amazingly fulfilled that it ia impossible to account for the 
coincidence as having come about by chance. I must be allowed to epeak from my 
own standpoint as a Christian. We shall certainly find many men of great 
character and commanding intelligence in the present day, who will be preja- 
diced against our purpose, because prophecy is treated with the respect 
which I, for one, must at once profess for it. In justification, I would say that 
however much we may fail to recognise the means of such occult revelation 
having been divinely communicated, we must see that ita existence ever has 
been, and still is, an active force in the world. To declare that. to moderf minds 
it is an obsolete superstition; that it should be discountenanced ruthlessly ; 
that there have been no fulfilments of the forecasts but those brought about & 
the influence on the ignorant worked on by the words themselves, only make 
more feeble the admission that there is nothing to put in its place to do the work 
it has done—the wonderful work it hasdone. It has kept Judah together through 
all its darkest days of suffering. It makes men believe and trust in God, though 
He is the God that hides Himself, and it still gives them aseurance in the future 
kingdom. Major Conder cites an apt illustration of a sheikh's trust in a local 
prophecy spoken to a young German engineer. ‘ I see well, he said, ‘ that with 
the great iron road we cannot long remain in the Hauran, but we know that this 
country is not ours for ever; for we have heard how the sons of those whore 
bones lie under the ruins of this land are to come back and rebuild once more its 
cities, even as they were in the times of their forefathers. We will retire to the 
Ajlun, where there is place enough yet for our tribe.” Should we pause till all 
these dreams are dissipated, and then lovk about for another force? We cannot 
wait till all the men left alive are Tyndalls and Huxleys; there is still heartless 
cruelty being suffered by the innocent. If words have power to work miracles, 
let them be acceptable to all the unprejudiced wise. The work they do proves 
that they are somehow or other emanating from the Father who sends encourage- 
ment to us men to strive ever to throw away the worse part of ourselves, and 
live the better with the other half. They drive away doubt and enthrone faith, 
and so are not unduly honoured by one of those who represented the twelve 
tribes, and who brought to us Gentiles the Bible and al its great lessons. 
In bringing his paper to a conclusion, Mr. Holman Hunt said that the question 
did not affect the children of Abraham only, but the whole of Europe. In his 
original letter published in the Jewish Chronicle he had brought out what had 
come under his eyes in the East of the hungry jealousy with which the great 
powers were waiting to pounce upon the prey, when “the sick man, the very sick 
man,” shall have to relinquish his prey. tle was in favour of the Turk being 
bought out of Palestine. It was erroneous to suppose that the sentiments of 
the Sublime Porte are those prevailing in the minds of the Arab Moslem. Arab 
Sheikhs often asked when Europe would send a force to deliver them from the 
Turk. None but officials in Syria conceal their grief at being under the rule of 
the Osmanli. As to the probable plans for taking over the country a council 
should be formed with bankers of known repute and standing, to guarantee the 
management of the finances. As to foreplans, be wished to use the life 
that remained to him for carrying on his professional work, but he would have 
been unhappy had he not brought this great question forward. He had deep 
convictions as to its necessity and to its practicability, and he believed in the 
divine government of the world.

Tuaoveu there were many points to admire in the speech delivered by Mr. 
Avrrep L,. Coney at Jews’ College on Sunday last, there was even more to 
praise in what he left unsaid. The orator must have felt a strong temptation 
to dilate on the present relations which exist—or rather do not exist— 
between the three T'raining Colleges for Jewish Ministers, situated in London, 
Portsea and Ramsgate. Mr. Couen displayed excellent tact in this matter. 
He revealed, plainly enough, that his own feeling is in favour of an amalga- 
tion of forces, but he refrained from throwing down the gauntlet at a public 
meeting eminently unfitted for discussing such a question jadicially and 
calmly, 

For our own part, we intend to foliow the excellent course marked out 
by Mr. Congy, We write in the interegts of no particular institution, but 


| 


we do not propose to conceal our strong opinion that the moment is ripe for 
a combination which may transform three indifferent Colleges into one which 
shall be worthy of the communal demands made upon it. 

In the first place we would point out that, whatever may be the case on 
the Continent, no institution in Kogland can command popular respect unless 
it is subject to popular control. This is a feature which the Amalgamated 
College could easily acquire. Endowments carry a disadvantage with them, 
in that they usually remove the endowed institution from the hands of the 
general public. But this is by no means an inevitable corollary of endow- 
ments. We cannot see why the Aria, Montefiore and Jews’ Colleges could 
not be governed by a Council partly at least responsible to the general 
Jewish public for its administration of the duties and funds entrusted to it, 


A second necessary condition of amalgamation takes us in an opposite 
direction. We are convinced that the friends of Jews’ College are all agreed 
that in any scheme of reconstruction, the rights and vested interests of Aria 
and Montefivre Colleges must be honourably respected. We are not among 
those who regard as insuperable the difficulty presented by such a principle. 


| But we start with the assumption that the Trustees and governing 


bodies of the Montefiore and Aria Culleges will be ready to make some 
concessions. For the present we will restrict our observations to 
the former institution, We know that the gentlemen who control 
the Ramsgate College are public-spirited men, anxious to serve the 
community at large, as well as to honour their own congregation. No 
opposition would be raised from Jews’ College against any reasonable sugges - 
tions which would tend to retain a strong Sephardic influence in the manage- 
ment of the new College. Nay, we venture to assert that Jews’ College 
would be willing to adopt as its title the honoured name of the 
greatest Anglo-Jewish philanthropist of modern times. Sir Mosgs 
Mosteriore laboured zealuusly during his whole long and beneficent life to 
break down the sectional barriers between Sephardim and Ashkenaz'm, 
And how could his name be better honoured than by associating it with a 
re-constructed institution founded to provide ministers and teachers of 
Judaism for the whole united brotherhood of English-speaking Jews? We 
offer no comment on the recent internal controversies which have raged round 
the Ramsgate College. It has been an unspeakable grief to every 
lover of a revered name, that even a taint of scandal should 
threaten to discolour the bright and honourable scutcheon of Mowyrs- 
riong. Here is an opportunity to let bygones be bygones, to draw 
a clean sponge over the deplorable errors that have been made, and 
to let Montefivre Coliege emerge into new life and dignity. We appeal to 
our Sephardic friends to seize this great and noble opportunity, Let them 
force good out of evil. Let them say : * The Jewish community asks some 
sacrifice of us, but it is a sacrifice of a little, to gain much. They entreat 
us to help in the great and sacred cause of training a really competent 
Jewish ministry. Here is the way ia which our quarrels can end. Let us 
bury the hatchet, let us save the name of Monreriore from being dragged 
through the mire of heated personal animosities. Let our College tise out 
of the fire of strife into a nobler and a higher importance. Let the energie, 
of our scholars and administrators be spent not in fighting one another, but 
in unitiog shoulder to shoulder io the battle against our common foe, 
ignorance and irrel'gion.” 


How this spirit of good-will might be practically realised is a matter 


entirely of detail. Mr. Atragp Couey suggested one admirable plan. If 
certain Montefiore lectureships or scholarships were established in the new 
College, the Bevis Marks Congregation might retain its direct connection 
with the amalgamated institution ia a way which would increase rather than 
diminish the Sephardic influence. It might even claim the right of direct 
nomination to studentships, and perhaps even to lectureships. We should 
imagine, however, that no one of the three institutions involved would be so 
unwise as to claim any independence of the other two in appointing the 
teaching staff—present occupants of official posts excepted. Ixisting rights 
could no doubt be fully respected, for the new College would be far from 
overstaffed if all the teaching power now available at the three Colleges 
were placed at the disposal of the one greater UCullege which might be 
constituted. Jews’ College is at present quite undermanned, and Dr. 
Fa1gpLANpeEr has to do the work of at least three teachers. Another plan 
would be the distribution of functions between the three existing Colleg«s, 
which might still retain their independent names. We think this 
a bad plan ; it would be impossible for it to work smoothly, and we do not 
see what Jews’ College would gain by it. And, after all, though it has 
little money, Jews’ College has, and is likely to have, the students. There 
are twelve candidates for the entrance scholarship ia May at Tavistock 
Honse, and of these twelve a large proportion will probably be eligible to 
enter the Preparatory Class. Excluding the present members of the 
Preparatory Class, there are at present fourteen Students at Jews’ College, 
all of whom have shown considerable promise, Thiy element in the discus- 
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sion must not be overlooked. Jews’ College would undoubtedly gain by an 
amalgamation, but the gain would not be all on one side. 

The present moment offers, we repeat, a great opportunity. Not only 
is it the case that Jews’ College is jast now in search of new premises, but 
the College has just been recognised by the Education Department to 
this extent that the Hebrew and religious lessons given to students 
of King’s College at Tavistock House shall count as though given 
in King’s College itself. Now, if the new Education Bill passes, it 
will be absolutely necessary to provide for the training of something 
like one hundred teachers within a very few years. Is this not a 
work, great and noble enough, to jastify the sinking of local patriotism ? 
The new College for which we plead might perform this splendid service. It 
might also keep pace with the growing demand for accomplished Jewish 
Ministers and Rabbis. Are these ideals small or ignoble? Surely not! 
Surely the honoured name of Moyreriore will be doubly blessed if it be 
associated with so glorious an undertaking as this—the equipment of men 
who shall teach and guide the young and the adult minds of future 
generations, towards a stronger and more real appreciation of Judaism. 


JEWS’ COLLEGE. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 

The aovual meeting of the Governors and Su! scribers of Jews’ College was 
held on Sunday at Tavistock House. 

The Cnuier Rass, the President occupied the chair, and in moving the 
adoption of the Annual Report and Accounts, he expressed great satisfaction that 
the Report recorded that three former studente of the College had been elected to 
fill important posts in the metropolis and the provinces, viz., the Rev. S Levy, 
B.A. (New Synagogue), the Rev. J. Abelson, B.A. (Cardiff), and the Rev. Z. 
Lawrence (Newport), and for the first time in the history of the College it had 
conferred the degree of Fellow on two of its students, the Rev. 8. Levy and Mr. 
A. Feldman, B.A. The next point, said the Chief Rabbi, which weighed strongly 
on the council was that the leare of Tavistock House would terminate in 1897, 
and that the Duke of Bedford did not tind himeelf justitied in renewing the leaee. 
As regards buildiog, the College could neither afford it, nor was the present 
jupcture the right one for building. The reason was that the Council did not 
think it right to tie their bands or that of the next generation by buildiog a 
College in London, for perhaps their successors might think it more advisable to 
build at Oxford or Cambridge. The Council were therefore anxious to lease or 
obtain the fresh ld of suitable premises, but they found considerable difficulty in 
obtaining premises in the neighbourhood, Perhaps, therefore, some one living in 
one of the adjacent squares would be willing to surrender hia house and so 
benefit the College. He wished to say a few words on tlie motion which would 
cowe before the Council of the United Synagogue that week to increase its 
subscription from £100.to £200, thereby reverting to the practice of former 
years. It was of importance that the Council should take that step. It had often 
been urged in that body and elsewnere that the Council was too quiet and did 
not beat the big drum and make use of the methods adopted by other institutions, 
such as balls and dinners, in order to increase their funds. But he begged to 
ray that nothing would be more contrary to the dignity of the institution if it 
followed the practice of the bread and buter charities. The College should not 
ba dependent on the haphazard contribution of individuals. Let them look to 
the state of affairs outside their community. There were 20 Colleges belonging 
to the Church of England, 8 to the Mothodists, 11 (including Manstield College) 
to the Congregationalists, and 22 to the Roman Catholics ; and he would ask, 
when did anyone see in the newspapers an appeal asking the public at large to 
contribute. Theological Colleges should be maintained by the religious bodies 
to which they belonged; this was the case with Christian Colleges which were 
supported by the endowments left by pious founders of former years. Jews’ 
College was too young to have endowments, and as long as its funded property 
was inadequate, he hoped the United Synagogue would do its duty to the College. 
(Hear, bear.) 

Mr. Cuances Samve. seconded the motion, and expressed the hope that the 
ccmmunity would liberally contribute to the funds of the College, so that it 
might be able properly to support the students, several of whom were wanting 
the necessaries of life. 

The Report and Accounts were adopted. The salient features of the Report 
(the fortieth) have already been published in the Jem ish Chronicle. The accounts 
show an income of £1,465, and an expenditure of £1,478. The annul subscrip- 
tions amounted to £307, donations £610 (of which £400 came from two su porters 
of the College), dividends £259, and College fees £105. The principal item of 
expenditure was £1 (04, salaries. 

Mr. Atrrep L. Conen moved the re-election of Hon. Officers and Council 
and referring to the remark of the Chief Rabbi as to the reason why the College 
did not “ beat the big drum,” he said that a Theological College was like a young 
lady ; the lees she was talked about the better for her reputation. 

Mr. E. N. seconded. 

Mr. 8.8. Orrexneim and Mr. Dennis E. Samvert moved and seconded an 
amendment that the election of Vice-President should be taken separately. The 
amendment having been rejected (the mover and seconder alone voting for it) 
the motion was carried, the honorary officers re-elected being Mr. Arthur Cohen, 
().C., Vice-President, Messrs, Charles Samuel and James H. Solomon, Treasurers. 
ped nae John Chapman, Hon. Secretary, Messrs, Joshua M. Levy and W. Myers, 

uditors. 

Tue Rov. S. Sincer suggested that as the auditors were not professional 
men, one at least should bs appointed who was a Chartered Accountant. Mr. 
Singer was, however, informed that no one could be elected that day who had not 
been previous!y nominated. 

On the motion of the Rev. J. B.A., seconded by Mr. Levy 
a vote of thanks was passed to the Hon. Officers, Council, Hon. Secretary Educa- 
tion Committee (Rev. 8. Singer), Hon, Medical Officer (Dr, A. Cohen), and Hon. 
Architect (Mr. Delissa Joseph). 

The Rev. Joun Cuarman moved: That it be an instruction from this general 
meeting to the Council to take into consideration the advisability of so altering 
ihe name of the institution as to express its general aim and object, and to report 
the result of their deliberations to the next general meeting. Mr. Chapman gai ! 
that the name of the institution had been a stumbling block as long as he could 
,emember, and the want of a distinctive name had seriously injured its tinancial 


welfare. Even in the community there were many persons unacquainted with the 
object of the College, its title giving them the idea that it was an ordinary College 
for the training of Jewish youths. The title should be Jewish Minister's Train- 
ing College, or Jewish Theological College, or Training College for Jewish 
Ministers. 


DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES AND CERTIFCATES. 


Subsequently to the genoral meeting the distribution of prizes and certificates 
was held, and was presided over by Mr. Alfred L. Coben, Among those present 
were the Rev. the Chief Rabbi, the Reva, M. Adler, J. Chapman, A. A. Green, 
Join S. Harris, Raphael Harrie, 8. Levy, J. Polack, I. Samuel, 1. Singer and J. F, 
Stern, Mrs. Adler, Mra. Ellis A. Davidson, Mrs. Friedlander, Miss E. M. Harrie, 
Major and Mrs. Harry B. Lewie-Barned, Mr. and Mra. M. N. Adler, Dr. Lehwees, 
of Berlin (a great authority on economics), Dr. A. Gaster, Me«sra, E. N. Adler, 
S. Alexander, H. Bentwitch,- Israel Gollancz, Delissa Joseph, I. A. Joseph, B. 
Kisch, H. Landau, A. Levy, E. L. Mocatta, F. D. Mocatta, H. H. Myer, Asher I, 
Myere,S.S. Oppenheim, Charles Samuel, Dennis BE. Samuel, and James H. Solomon. 

The proceedings opened with the reading of abstracts of ‘‘ Essay on Philo,” 
by Mr. D. I. Freedman, B.A., and of an “ Essay on Iba Hasdai and his correspondence 
with Joseph King of the Chazara,” by Mr. 8.A. Adler The manner in which the 
essays were spoken, and their subject matter, received the warmest encomiums of 
the Chairman ia presenting prizes to the authors. 

Dr. FRiepLANDER then read his report as principal, which was followed by 
the distribution of prizes and certificates by the Chairman. The two Fellows 
especially were warmly cheered. 

Mr. Atrrep L. Conuen, who was loudly cheered, then delivered the following 
address: In the letter which the Chief Rabbi addreseed to me, conferring on me 
the honour of presiding to-day, he was good enough, not probably without a 
touch of that genial satire of which he is a master, to invite me to offer any 
measure of criticism which I thought fit, to the Council and the students. I pro- 
pose respectfully to decline that part of the invitation. I koow, however, that 
criticiem is a condiment very savoury to the Jewish palate, but however palatable 
any viand may be, its too constant repetition is apt to pall, and if, after a perusal 
of correspondence in the Jewish papers, after readiog the reports of our commural 
meetings, after listening to the comments on the services and termons in tyna- 
gogues during the recent festival, any man or woman's appetite for criticism is 
not satiated to repletion, why it must almost outrival that of Gargantua himeelf, 
And criticism would be quite out of place on the administration of an institution 
which has done such excellent work. Universities and Colleges have got into 
trouble on all sorts of rocks in all countries and in all ages. Some of the 
mediw val Universities of Spain, of Italy, and of Germany, got wrecked on these 
rocks ; and to come down more to our own time, thoee who are familiar with what 
is called the Oxford Movement will remember that more than one College was so 
torn with strife and discussion that it took more than a generation to recover its 
former prestige. But, ladies and gentlemen, navigation among rocks, though 
difficult, is not impossible. Tbree things are necessary thereto, a good pil>t, a 
good chart, and a well-found ship. Now you have in Dr. Friedliinder a tip-top 
pilot. He has shown that loftiness of character, that geniality and that tolerance 
which have always characterised great teachers, and though no craven contro- 
versialist, he has never lost sign of the courtesy of controversy, and fights his 
battles with the dignity of a geotleman and the arms of a gentleman, But no 
pilot can work without a chart. Now, your chart was first laid down by the late 
Chief Rabbi and by his coadjutor, your first Hon. Secretary, the late Rev. A. L. 
Green. Among the many admirable qualities possessed by the late Chief Rabbi, 
few stood him in better stead than the almost intuitive faculty he hadof learning 
by experience. Jews’ College was not at fist constituted quite on ils present 
lines, but when the late Chief Rabbi found, as undoubtedly he and his Council 
did find, that a Jews’ College in England had a far better chance of success if it 
were linked toone of the great educational institutions of the country, and situated 
in the neighbourhood thereof, they did so link it and did so remove the Icesl, 
and from that time forward I believe that your progress has been continuous and 
unchecked. Now, gentlemen, all charts want re-surveying from time to time. 
The forces of nature do not stand still —shoals form, sands shift, and even at tie 
bottom of the sea volcanic explosions occur, but I ain quite eure that under your 
President and Council your surveys will be properly kept up to date. Mr, Claude 
G. Montefiore, who preceded me last year in this chair, suggested the removal of 
this College to Oxford or Cambridge. It isa noble ideal. Mr, Montefiore never 
enunciates ideals which are not noble, but 1 am afraid at present it is too 
ambitious to be workable. Possibly some more modest plan by which one or two 
promising students who had been trained here might crown, I will not say com- 
plete, their educational career at one of these two Universities, might be more 
attainable. At present I find that you are rather in the position of one of 
Wellington’s officers, who, in these words, declined an honorary degree—the fees 
at that time were heavy :— 
| Oxford, I know you wish me well, 

But prithee let me be. 
I can't. alas, be D.C L. 
For want of £ s. d. 


And now, ladies and gentlemen, I come to my third requisite for safe navigation 
—a well-found ship. 1am afraid that so far from having a well-found sbip, 
unless something drastic is done, and done quickly, you won't have a ship at all; 
you will have to take to the boats. You are obliged to quit the present building 
and you have to obtain another. What is that other to be? Is it to have reti- 
dential chambers attached to it, or is it to be only as now? It is for the Jewish 
community to answer that question, and I cau hardly doubt that it will answer 
the’ question fittingly. Hitherto it is no use concealing that the measure of 
support accorded to you has been very meagre; why I can't say. The results of 
your work show that it has been splendid. 
are about forty gentlemen now filling posts as ministers of synagogues who have 
been trained at Jews’ College. Now, I put it to the Jewish community, would it 
not have bsen poorer, intellectually and morally, had it been deprived of the 
services of these men, Then, again, there is the question of teachers. If the 
Education Bill of the Government paeses in anything like its present form, 
the community will have to add considerably to its staff of teachers. 
If religious bodies are to have the right of demanding facilities for imparting 
denominational religious instruction in Board Schools, the Jews must avail them- 
selves of these facilities, and if the Jewish teacher, who will be admitted to Board 
Schools on the same conditions and at the same hours as his Christian comrade, 
should be inferior to him in intellectual attainments, the religion which he teaches 
will infallibly suffer. We have, whether we like it or not, a problem bsfore us 
to Anglicise a good many of our brethren who come here from foreign countries. 
Can we do this as well by men trained abroad as by men trained at home? I put 
the question brusquely, as it is idle to evade it or shirk it, and I do not thiok th re 
can be much doubt about the answer; and as I am spoaking of trainiog only, I 
hope I shall not hurt the susceptibilities of any one, from whatever country he may 
come. Now, how are you to find the funds to equip and maintain the Jews’ 


I find from your Report that there , 
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College of the future to which you are about to remove ? Your Council has given 
one answer to that question. It proposes to amalgamate or coalesce with Aria 
and Montefiore Colleges ; and in touching this question I am quite aware that I am 
touching a delicate subject, but I hope t> ruflle no one. I strongly urge upon you 
to approach one colle ge at a time. ; 
We may outrun 
By violent swiftness that which we run at 
And lose by overrunning. 

Undoubtedly, if you want to succeed you must respoct voated rights, vested 
privileges, and, indeed, vested prejudices. Let us take, ex hypothesi, the case of 
Aria College. Suppose that you can formulate a scheme, and by its provisions not 
merely assert but prove that you have safeguarded those rights and prejudices, 
that you have done justice to local claims, and that either by Aria scholarships, or 
Aria professorships, you have perpetuated the name of Aria, would not you have 
gone a long way to diepel doubts and feara which undoubtedly do exiat, which it 
is impossible to ignore, and which will assuredly continue until it has not been 
merely asserted but aleo demonstrated that they are baseless and chimerical. 
English Jews are reasonable people, and are ready to learn from their Christian 
neighbours. If you show the Trustees, as you can show them, that the Craven 
and Ireland Scholarships are known all over the world and carry the names of 
their founders wherever there is an English literary circle, but that foundations of 
larger pecuniary amount bave been lost in many a provincial town ; that the 
Bampton lectures have made a pretty decisive mark on Eaglish thought, and 
perpetuated and made famous the name of Bampton, if you show them these argu- 
ments I think they might not be without effect. And if, as is possible, there are 
some English Jews who do not know much of the Craven Scholarships or Bampton 
lectureship, a good many of them are business people, and appreciate a share in 
a good partnership. Start your partaersbip with two, I believe the community 
will find you the capital, and very likely you will, later on, find yourself then in 
the position of the wooed instead of the suitor, and I hope you will not bs too coy. I 
am afraid this is all horribly prosaic. U did not thiok that I should do my ity 
if I shirke1 the point because it is a difficult one, and I trust that | have succeeded 
in what I anxiously wished, viz., to touch a delicate subject, ani to offend no 
one’s susceptibilities. My real busivess bere is, however, a much more grateful 
one; itis to address the atadents who bave won the prizes and rewards which 
it has been my privilege to distribute, and in reflecting on the choice of a subject, 
I was somewhat hesitating when I remembered the fine echolar who preceded me 
last year. I was tempted to touc’) ths fascinating theme of Jewish theology and 
Hebrew classics, if only to show you by painful contrast how unutterab'y silly and 
wearisome a man becomes when he talks on a subj ct about which he knows 
nothing, which he has crammed up for the occasion, end how inevitably the taint 
of the encyclop: dia comes out. But, after all, I did not fiad it indispensable to 
ba Helot to you Spartans, and reflecting how we Jews are spreading all over the 
world under the «zis of the English crown, I thought that I might venture to 
epeak on the paramount imporiance to you of a cultivated and sound knowledge 
of our English literature, so that tho bond of our common religion should be 
strengthened by weaving into the three-fold cord the bond of common language 
and our common heritage of its nobl» writings. Do not believe or let anyone 
persuide you that there is the smallest antagonism between the study of English 
literature and Judaic practice. Weare told that by two or three witnesses a matter 
shall be established ; so out of the abundance of testimony I will cite but three, the 
Chief Ribbi, the Haliam, whose knowledge of the lights and shades of our English 
tongue puts many of us English to shame, and the man whom we are proud to 
greet as Professor of the English langnage at Cambridge University, and who 
laid the foundation of hia educational career at Jews’ College—Mr. Israel G.llancz. 
If any one murders our English tongue, I hope that the bands of these witnesses 
will be laid on hiin first, and the hands of all the people afterwards Do not let 
us add to the misfortune of a Judwo-Spanish, and a Judw#o German the tribula- 


tion of a Juldw»>English, Jf the importance of cultivated English 
to the English Jewieh theological student be challenged, let wme, 


gentlemen, for a woment present the converse view, and in so doing far 
bs it from me to reflect on some of the pecularities of some of our for-ign 
brethren who aré driven here. To my mind nothing is more disagreeable, more 
distasteful, more priggish and more snobbish than the affectation of superiority 
occasionally affected towards these people. They have many qualities which we 
Lave nof, but they have one terrible defect, they have imprisoned their miods in 
the fettera of a dialect without a literature, without refinement, without 
philosophy, and [ believe almost without poetry. These fetters were forged by 
Jews and are worn by Jews. Perhaps by carelessness or by mistaken good-nature, 
we in Eogland are not as active in striking off these chains as we ought to be, 
the shackles have eaten into the flesh and we shrink from the surgical operation 
to get them out. Now it is said that come of these our b:ethren are at any rate 
learned in Rabbinic and Biblical lore. Assuredly [ am not going to undervalue 
this erudition, but let me suggest to you if your fancy can carry ycu so far, what 
would be the mantal condition of a man to whom Plato and Aristotle and Marcus 
Aurelius were familiar, and who knew nothing of Bacon, or of Hobbes, or 
Darwin, or Spencer, a sort of literary Rip van Winkle erudite in Homer and 
knowing nothing of Milton, versed in Epictetus and never having heard of 
Rochefoucault, learned in Euripides and ignorant of Shakespeare, and let me ask 
you whether this parallel is not applicable to the English Jewieh theological student, 
if in the pride of bis oriental erudition he neglects or slights the cultivation of 
English literature. Ladeed, his case will be worse, for, 1s Lord [ddesleigh once pointed 
out, there is much resemblance between the early literature of classic times and the 
later literature of modern times, that the laterisina great measure the reproduction of 
the sams thoughts and the same feelings, and that the wit of Lucian and the wit 
of Swift run in parallel liaes—and you will find in Mahaffy a very remarkable 
parallel between the daily life of an Athenian geutleman and the daily life of 
his English counterpart. [ don’t think this parallcl applies to the Biblical 
patriarch and the Talmudic sage, but at any rate, as it will be your duty to try 
and influence English speaking people, is not it then above all things necessary, 
paramountly necessary, that you should have a considerable, and not merely a 
perfunctory knowledge of the writings of those men, who in walks outside those 
in which you may perbaps tread, have influenced the thoughts and moulded the 
minds of those to whom you will be speaking and among whom ycu will bo 
working ? You have shown in many ways that you can help yourselves ; 
you have established a students’ union linking the past and prerent alumni of 
your College, and wisely brightened it with a social side. You have a literary 
society in which papers are read, which are often very learned and 
very interesting and followed by discussions in which you take part, 
bat beyond these show days perhaps you might have, from time to time, 
conversational meetings, where no reporters should come and no bigwigs overawe 
you and monopolise the talk and which should contist of not many more than 
half-a-dozen men. If before each meeting it were agreed that some no‘abls 
book, not necessarily an ancient one but also not an ephemeral one, should be 
previously read by the men and they should diecuss this book together, possibly 
with the aid of tobacco, I think you would find this a stimulus to attentive and 


careful reading. It was a practice followed by one very dear to me and he 
always said he found it a great help. And now I come to the most grateful 
part of my duty, namely, to wish you God-speed on the arduous voyage on which 
you are about to s‘art. You have been equipped here with something more than 
a store of learning, for you have been trained in the intellectual energy how to 
acquire for yourselves knowledge. The trainer, whether physical or intellectual, 
cannot run the race for you, but he can get you into what is aptly called “ fit 
condition” to run it yourselves. The lessons you have learned here will animate 
you in your calling, whether it be the sacred one of minister, or the no less holy 
one of schoolmaster, and I cannot better wind up than by quoting to you the 
words of the late Lord Lytton: “ To each gallant bark that you are launching 
on Time's uncertain sea in all sympathy and confidence I wish Godspeed, each is 
freighted with the unknown future of a noble heritage and to each of you be 
these my parting words, Cesarem portas fortunamque Cesaris,” for what you 
carry with you is the future of English Judaism. (Loud Cheers ) 

The Cuter Raps said that words failed him to express his admiration for the 
extraordinarily interesting and valnable discourse of Mr. Cohen, for the literary 
ability and profound thoughtfulness which characterised that discourse had never 
been excelled and rarely equalled by the gifted men who had previously filled the 
chair. Mr, Cohen was one of the principal mavagera of the Jews’ Free School, 
and discuarged his functions with the ability and zeal associated with the name 
of Cohen, and it was the mellowed results of the experience he had gained there 
which had largely inspired Mr. Cohen's address. There was another connection 
between Jews’ College and the Jews’ Free School inasmuch as the gentleman who 
was responsible for the Hebrew and religious tuition of the teachers was their old 
friend and student, the Rev. Michael Adler. Speakiog of the classes held at 
Jews’ College for the training of teachers, Dr. Adler said that with the assistance 


| of Mr. Claude Montetiore and Mr. Israel Abrahams he had obtained a solid boon 


from the Education Department, which had granted the concession that the 
lessons in Hebrew given on Sunday mornings at Jews’ College should figure as 
though the instruction were given at Kiag's College. After emphasising the 


_ importance of parents allowing their children to be trained for the vocation of 


teacher, than which none was batter calculated t» serve tieir interests and those 
of the community at large, Dr. Adler concluded by proposing a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Alfred L. Cohen. 

Mr. F. D. Mocarra seconded, ani j»ined the chairmin ia the hope that 
ministers and teachers would study the Jews and the English literature. 

Mr. Conen briefly acknowled <ed the vote. 

Mr. Israzt Gotiancz, M.A., proposed a vote of thanks to the Principal and 
the teaching staff. He said that wnerever Dr. Friedliader’s name was mentioned, it 
was spoken of with love and reverence, for the students fe!t that Jaws’ College did 
not exist in its building, but in the power which the Priacipal exerted over his 
disciples. Mr, Gollancz mentioned that before he was in his teens he was a 
pupil of the School attached to the College, then in Finsbury Sjuare, and he was 
taught by the Rev. 8. Singer to appreciate English Literature and its beauties. 
When Mr. Cohen mentionel a triumvirate of Jews who were devoted to English 
literature, he (Mr. Gollancz) wished that Mr. Singer's name should be given in 
placeofhisown. He regretted that Mr. Singer was not now on the teaching staff so 
that he might be included in the vote of thanks, but there was one closely con- 
nected with him who had charge of English literature and did his work most 
admirably. He referred to Mr. Istael Abrahams. He was delighted that Mr. 
Cohen had touched on the subject of the study of English literature. If Jewish 
teachers and preachers wished to sway their congregatious they must learn to 
love and appreciate the beautiful English literature. 

The Rev. A. A. GreeES, in eeconding the vote of thanks, said that Mr. Cohen 
had exhorted the stadents not to rufile anyone’s susceptibilities. He remembered 
having once been called to task for quoting Max Miiller on Rosh Hashona. The 
objector, who evidently had no idea who Max Miiller was, said .to him: “ What 
you said was perfectly right, but you should not bave mentioned his name.” 
Dealing with the Principal, Mr. Green said that the best of the lessons which Dr. 
Friediiinder had taught his pupila was the cternal leeson of his noble example, 
his high character and his fairness of disposition and generosity to all men. 

De. having returned thanks, the Rev. J. PoLack proposed a 
vote of thanks to the Honorary Officers and Council. He said the Jewish com- 
munity would shortly have the opportunity of placing Jews’ College on a level 
with institations performing similar functions in other denominations. Jews’ 
College would never reach its highest aim until it became a residential College. 
Besides the economy of time that would be secured, the pbysical and athletic 
side of the students would be developed. 

Mr. S. ALEXANDER eeconded the vote of thanks, to which the Rev. Joun 
CHaArMAN reeponded.

THE PRICE OF MOTZAS. 


The CuatrMan said tbat before proceeding with the business on the Agenda, 
he would ask Mr. 8, Alexander to put a series of questions, of which he had 
previously given notice, an act of courtesy which it was desirable should be 
generally followed. 

Mr. 8, ALEXANDER then pu! questions, which included the following : 

1. Is the manufacture and sale of the Leeds Motzas undcr the sarction of 
the Ecclesiastical Authcr.ties ? 

2. If so, why was it announced in the Jewish Press that only Motzas baked 
in Londen are kosher ? ' 

3 Was an assarance given by the London Motzs bakers that the price of 
Motzas should not exceed 4| per Ib. ? 

4. What steps the Hon. Officers propose to take with a view of relieving the 
self-supporting poor from this scandalous rag 

Tbe CuairMaAN, in replying, said : As to No. 1, he believed that the question 
correctly stated a fact, but it should have been addressed to the Ecclesiastical 
Autborities rather than to the Hon. Officers. As to No. 2, the purport of the 
advertisement in the Jewish papers had been incorrectly given in the question. 
The adveitisement stated that “ the Ecclesiistical Authorities deem it their duty 
to declare themselves responsible for the K sshruth of such Motz.s only as have 
been manufactured under their personal supervision.’ As to No. 5, the Com- 
mittee appointed by the Council last year reported that an »greement had been 
entered itt» with the London Motza Association, by which the price was fixed 
at 4} 41. whenever the cost of a sack of flour was 3/)s. 101, to be raised or lowered, 
or reduced. Mr. Alexander had evidently written his questions in a hurry, or he 
would not have used such an expression as was found at the end of the last 
question, which was a litt'e controversial. The answer to the question was that 
the Hon, Officers obviously could not concern themselves with the price paid for 
Motzas by the self-supporting poor—a term which he could hardly understand— 
which was a private arrangement b:tween them and the bakers. The Hon. 
Officers were only concerned with the price which they contracted to pay for the 
Motzas distributed by them among the poor. The contract price was 31, a pound, 
and this price had not been exceeded. 

Mr. 8, ALEXANDER gave notice that at the next meeting of the Council he 
would call attention to tre subject, and move a resolution, 


ALLOWANCES TO CHILDREN OF OFFICIALS. 


The Council resumed consid:ration of an application from the New 
Synagogue for an allowance to the daughters of the late Rev. Isaac Cohen, and 
the report thereon of the Executive Committee, that, as these ladies are above the 
age of eighteen years (.he limit of age prescribed by the Pension Regulations 
f or granting an allowance to children of deceased cflicials), they cannot recom- 
mend the Council to make the provision solicited, To this report, Mr. A. M, 
Wartski had given not ce of the following amendments :— 


1. That inasmuch as it is terein held that the Pension Regulations prohibit 
the granting of an allowance to the daughter: of the late Rev. I Uohen, the 
same regulations, so far as they apply to the particular case, be and are hereby 
suspended, 

2. Toat an allowance be grantad of £20 each per annum to the five unmarried 
diughters of the late Rav. I. Cohen, and that the sum be paid to them respectively 
spinsterhood. 

r. WARTSKI, in moving the first resolution, mide an earnest apveal to the 
Council to deal liberally with the children of a much respected officer of the 
United Synagogue, and he called attention to the fact that the statement made 
at the previous meeting that an allowance had been granted to the daughter of 
the late Rev. Simon Ascher because it was compulsory under a law of the Great 
Synegogue was iocorrect, as there was no such law inexistence. {Mr. H. Lucas 
admitted that he bad been mistaken. | 

Mr. 8. F, FecpMaN seconded the motion, which Mr, H. Lucas opposed on 
the ground that it would create a dangerous precedent. 

Mr. Davip Davis also opposed, and said that if the Council would not 
protect the laws which they themselves made he would not continue in office to 
administer the changes. 

Meerrs. J. M. Levy, H. A. Apranams, 8. Moses and J. D. Zerrert (who 
pene against threats of resigaation which might be used against any mem- 

er of the Council when bringing up miat*‘ers affecting the synagogue he repre- 
sented), continued the discussion, and the motion on being pat to the vote, was 
carried by a substantial majority, the announcement of the numbers being 
received with cheers, 

Ono the second motion, Mr. A. RosENFELD moved, and Mr. CHaRLes 
SaAVUEL seconded, that a grant of £350 be voted. ‘bis amendment was carried 
by the casting vote of the Chairman, but on baing put as a substantive motion 
it was met by a farther amendment, moved by Mr. J. M. Levy, and seconded 
by Mr. Danitet Jacoss (Warden of the New Synagogue) that £500 be voted. 
This was carried, but will have to be brought up fur confi mation at the next 
meeting of the Council, 

Tbe Council unanimously voted allowances t) the two daughters of the late 
Rev, M. Hainer, by bis first wife, until they attained the age of 18, 


JEWS’ COLLEGE, 


Mr, Henry Lucas, in moving the adoption of the recommendation of the 
Executive Committee (printed in our last issue) that the grant t> Jews’ College 
be increased from £100 to £200, said it gave him great pleasure to do so, because 
he considered that to support Jews’ College was to support the United Syna- 
gogue. The welfare of the synagogue depended to some extent on that of the 
College, and it was to the interest of the institution from a financial point of 
view that it should have capable ministers able to attract seatholders. The state 
cf Jews’ College was a disgrace to the community and to the United Synagogue 
both contributing insufficiently to its support. It was eepecially a disgrace, 
when one compared the meagre support given to the College with the generous 
endowments of Colleges of other denominations, A convincing proof that the 
College was worthy of support was the vast improvement ia the state of the 
Jewish ministry since its «establishment, 

Mr. Cuartes Samvuet (Senior Treasurer of the College), endorsed Mr. 

Mr. ALBERT M. Woo.r said that the fault for the inadequate support of 
Jews’ College did not lie with the public, but in its workine. Ministare who 


owed everything to the College had no feeling ia common with it, and they 
should be given opportunities for joining in its mansgement. 
The vote was agreed to. 


PLASHET CEMETERY. 


The Barial Committee were authorised to a sum not exceeding 
£350, be yond the vote of £3,000 sanctioned in December last for carry.ng out the 
works at the new cemetery at Plashet, 


BUILDING COMMITTEE. 


Mr. W. Myers brought up a report of the Building Committee, which dealt 
with the condition of the Building Fund and repairs and improvements at 
various synagogues, A prolonged discussion took place on a recommendation 
of the Committee that a sum not exceeding £450 (exclusive of architect's com- 
mission) be granted for the purpose of carrying out works at the New Synagogue 
as described in Mr. N. 8. Joseph's specificat ov. The representatives of the New 
Synagogue objected that this amount was iosuflicient, as other repairs not 
mentioned in the specification were urgently required. Mr. Saut Woo.r and 
Mr. J. MELLER seconded an amendment that £550 should be granted, but this 
was rejected and the recommendation of the Building Committee was adopted. 

The Building Committee further recommended that “ the whole of the work 
be carried out under the superintendence of Mr. N. 8. Joseph.” Mr. Wor 
Myers defended the recommondation, as the Ruilding Committee were bound 
to act on the advice of the architect of the Uuited Synagogue. Constituent 
Synagogues were at liberty to appoint their own architects for the building or 
extension of synagogues, Poot in such cases the individual synagogues paid 
the cost, but for painting or cleaning the United Synagogue had to bear the 
expenee. 

ie. A. M. WarTskt moved an amendment that the work be supervised by 
Mr, Lewis Solomon, who had been selected by the New Synagogue, _ 

Mr. A. H, Jesse. seconded and protested against standing monopolies, than 
which notbiog could be more dangerous to the welfare of an institution. 

The amendment was carried, but on its being put as a substantive motion, 
Mr. Evuis A, FaRaNKtin protested against what he regarded as the unseem!y 
discussion that had taken place. ; 

Mr. Noau Davis urged that as much angry feeling bad been imported, it 
would be des'rable not t > come to a definite vot» that evening. He accordingly 
moved the adjournment of the debate, which was seconded by Mr. 8, ALex- 
ANDER, and carried. 

The Council authorised the internal and external painting of the Central 
Svoagogue and Council Room at a cost not exceeding £55), and they passed a 
vote of thanka t> Mr. B. Blaiberg, who had offered to defray the cust of the 
installation ef the electric light. 

The Building Committee reported that the y had approved sketch plans for 
six stained glass windows at the Hampstead Sy aagogue. The designs wi!l depict 


the six dey. of creation, as recorded in the Biole, and they had been approved — 


by the Chu f Rabbi from a religious point of view. 


EAST LONDON INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 

A letter was read from Mr, Louis Davidson, Chairman of the Visitation 
Committee, stating that be had received an official notification from the mana- 
gers of the East London Iodausirial School at Lewisham that they had unani- 
mous!y decided to terminate, after six months’ notice, the arrangement for the 
reception of Jewish boys. He would convene his Committee in order to con- 
sider what steps should be taken. 


THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 

Io acccr lance with notice, Mr, 8, Moses rose to move : 

That in the opinion of this Meeting it is desirable that the Council of the United 
Synagogue should acquire the power of certifying Secretaries of Constituent Synagogues 
of the United Synagogue for Marriage purposes, end that a Sub Committee be and is 
hereby appointed for the purpose of taking the necessary steps for obtaining such power. 


Owing to the lateness of the hour (past 10 o'clock), the motion was adjourned 


to the next meeting. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


A letter from ‘the Jewish Religious Education Board asking for the 
continuation of the grant of £650, was referred to the Executive Committee. 

The Secretary reported the receipt of a legacy of £9 from the late Mr. 
Jacob Menser, under beadle at the Central Synagogue, and gifts to the Great 
Synagoeue (from Mr. R. Lazaras), Hampstead Synagogue (from Master Victor 
Jacob, Dalston (from Mrs, 8, Moore), and the East London Synagogue (from 
tse Misses Winkel.) 

The meeting then terminated with a vote of thanks to the chair. 


St. John’s Wood Synagogue.—Mr. B. N. Michelson, B.A, of Jews’ 
College, preaching on Sabbatb last at St. John’s Wood Synagogue, based his 
remarks on Ezra ix.,7 and8 MHedilated on the sufferings of the Jews in the 
Middle Ages. The prayers which commemorated these events were, uptil lately, 
read during the Omer. The persee was peculiar'y suited for their recital, inas- 
much as the Crusades, with their accompaniment of Jewish martyrdoms, usually 
began in May or June. The period of the Omer, therefore, synchronised wit 
the events which called forth these prayers. They have, as we should expect, a 
vindictive ring, and on this ground exception has been tiken to them, and they 
are now excluded from the synagogue service. But we should not lose sight of 
the fact that though we n not pray as of old, we must not allow the nobler 
lessons taught by the older memories to fade from our hearts. We can regard 
the past with vindictiveness, bat has it no moral to teach us still? If each of vs 
did but know a tiths of what these martyrs suffered, the kaowledge would surely 
kindle some spark of enthusiasm in our hearts, and we could not but acknox - 
ledge that the religicn for which they sacrificed so much is at least 
worthy of some sacrifice on our part. But what are the small annoyances, the 
petty difficulties that confront us in our daily contact with our neighbour? If 
we spend buta little time in contemplation of the terrible sufferings which 
medieval Jews bore so patiently, our owa small burdens must dwindle almost to 
nothingness, In conclusion, the lecturer pointed out that it required buat a touch 
here and tere to rend«r these hymas suited to modern circumst.inces and ideas, 
and pleaded that they should be re-instated in their old position in the liturgy. 


Me. A. 8S. ADLER, only son of the Chief Rabbi, will deliver his maiden 
addraas in the pulpit to-morrow (Sabbath) aft srnoon at a Children’s Service at 
the Eist London Synagogue. Mr. Adler is a pupil of Jews’ College.

The monthly meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was 
held on —e at the Great Western Hotel, Paddington. There were present :

‘The financial statement was submitted, and showed an income during the 
—— of £272, and an expenditure of £323, of which £284 represented grants to 
schools, 
The PRESIDENT reported that Baron de Hirsch had presented an additional 
995 shares in the Jewish Colonisation Association to the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion and the Alliance (those belonging to the latter being held in trust by the 
London Society), so that the number of shares now held by each body was 4,595, 
The Report of the Executive Committee was read, In addition to matters 
already noticed in this journal, the Report dealt with the following subjects :— 
Brancues.—Remittances have been received from Birmingham, Cambridge, 


Hong Kong, and Sydney. 


EkSIA.—Ano appeal has reached the Association from the Jewish commn- 
nity at Tooserkap, asking the Council t> memorialise the Government of the 
Shah for the abolition of a law, under which the property of a Jew passes exclu- 
sively at his death to any member of his famiiy who may have embraced the 
Mahomedan faitb. The Association was informed that about 12 years ago, 
through the intercession of the Br.tish Legation at Teheran, the Shah issued an 
edict relieving the Jews in his capital from the operation of the law in question. 
Before deciding on any course of action, the Executive Committee are inquiring 
into the statements of the applicants, 

ScHOoLs IN THE East.—In reply to a request made t» Lord Sandhurst, 
Governor of Bombay, by Mr, F. D. Mocatta tbat he should interest himself in 
obtaining a Government grant for the Building Fand of the Angic-Jewish 
Association School (new premises) his Excellency has written : “ The matter to 
which you refer shall bave the most careful consideration I can romise you.” — 
Particulars have been furnished of t»e Girls’ School at Bottuschani (Roumania) 
which was established 10 1895 on the suggestion of Mr. F, D, Mocatta. Througt.- 
out the school, which is attended by 156 pupils, secular and religious instruction 
is given through t»e medium of the Roumapnian language, acd (i »rman is taught 
asanextra. ‘I'he school labours undera deficit, which the local Committee are 
unable to make up, and unless aid be forthcoming, the school must be clcsed — 
The school at Chiw (Turkish Archipelago), in the establishment of which, by 
means of funds collected by Mr, Stephen A. Ralli of Londor, Mr. Mocatta also 
assisted, contains 51 pupils of both sexes, who irclude 23 Mobamedans and 
Christians, The presence of these nou-Jewish children is a pr. of of the estzem 
which the school epjoys among the gentral population, The secular languages 
taught are Greek aud Frencb, and the giris are ins!racted in needlework, 
embroidery and cutting —Toe Hask+-ui (Constantinople) Girls’ School, to 
which is allotted the entire grant of £200 from the Associstion to schools in 
Constantioople, bas had an acce-sion of paying pupils, not because the material 
condition of the local Jews has improved, but because the parents of pupils 
better appreciate the value of the instruction given to their children. Ia 
1895, nine dreesmakers established themselves in businers, all of whom were 
trained in the workrooms attached to the school. Last autumn the institu- 
tion was visited by Mr, and Mrs, Gilbert E, Samuel, who testified 
to the Ladies’ Committee of the Association that the girls were 
splendidly taught, and their admiration of the excellent management. 
— The School Committee at Urajova (Roumania) — that in consequence of 
the demands cf the public authorities, the school will bave to be trarsferred t> 
more suitable premises, and that t» meet this expenditure the community will 
increase the tax on meat, Upwards cf 10,000 francs a year is aiready contributed 
from this tax towards the maintenance of the school.—The Head Master of the 
Alliance School at Damascus reports on the chief Talmud Torah School, which 
is managed by the Ailiance, and subventioned by that Society andtie * ~-‘a- 
tion, Tne Talmad ‘Torah bas 482 pupils, 342 of whom pay fees, «uu+y ewe 
apprenticcs also receive sp2cial instruction in the evening. Although he had 
only been at Damascus two months when his report was written, M, Ouziel was 
able to testify that the greater pait of the Jewish population is content with 
seeing the Talmud Toran in the hands of the Alliance, since secular instructicn 
is given. On the other band, a small section objects to such instruction, 
especially the Chief Rabbi, and until the latter is perauaded that his at‘empts to 
take the Talmud Torah out of the hands of the A'liance are fut le, no subven- 
tions can be expected from the community.—Ia the Damascus Girls’ School tle 
pupils number 200 (an increase of 28), and they made such progress during the 
year that a superior class had to be added. Good results were also produced in 
the workrooms, The relations between this echool and the community are 
excellent —The following further kc t:«r has been received from the Permanent 
Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs concerning difficulties interposed by the 
flovernmert Authorities at Jerusalem to the transfer of premises acqaired for 
tho Evelina de Rothschild Girls’ School :— 

Foreign Office, March 26th, 1896, 

Sir,—With reference to your letter of the 2nd inst., I am directed by the Marquess of 
Salisbury to state that a despatch has been received from Her Majesty's Ambassador at 
Constantinople on the subject of the parchase of the school building at Jerusalem. | 

Sir P. Currie reports that he will lose no time in endeavouring to obtain permission for 
the house to be taken in the names of Messrs. L. de Rothschild and E. A. Franklin, in 
accordance with the desire of the Association, At the same time his Excellency points out 
that the negotiations, even if successful, will probably extend over several moaths, as they 
will involve correspondence between the Sublime Porte and the Turkish Authorities at 
Jerusalem, and that it is desirable, therefore, that the Association should be prepared to 
take the alternative course suggested, and to propose names to which the O toman Govern- 
ment could take exception.

The Executive Committee are taking steps with the view cf givirg effect to 
Sir Philip Currie’s suggestion (the otjection raised by the authorities io 
Je: usalem being to foreign Jews), and the President is in direct communi- 
cat on with the Latin Patriarch in Jerusalem (the owner of the building) 
with the object cf expediting the transfer cf the property—Tbe Ladies 
Committee and the Executive Committee have bad before them the 
accounts of the Evelina de Rothecnild Sc.ool for 1895, and they desire to 
ms ke known their thc rough satisfaction with the manuer in which the school is 
courdacted, and the accounts bave been presented, The year ended with a sur- 
plos of 770 fcs. to the credit of the Association, which, on the recommendation 
of the Ladies’ Committee, is to be used for the purchase « f articles required by 
Mdile, Behar, and for the journey to London ot a gitl who is to be trained as a 
pi pil teacher. Ina letter addressed to the Committee, Mdile, Bebar writes : 
“ Un several occasions I have had the honour t» report on the esteem in which 
the school is held by high Mohamedan functionaries ; as we have among our 

vyils nieces of the President of the Manicipality. A month ago, Mousbah 
Eth ndi, President of the Criminal Tribunal, placed his three daughters with us, 
He withdrew them from the Sisters t» entruss them to us, foram og us, he said, 
tl ere is no preselytism, but a wide spirit of tolerance. He pc rsonally came to 
e> press his sympathy f. r the school, and begged me to communicite to you his 
Opinion,” Tne Schoo! at Philippopolis (Bulgaria) continues its prosp: rous progres 


as regerds studies, and ita moral and material condition leaves nothing to be 
desired —In the Smyrna Girls’ School, the pupils have risen from 270 to 330, of 
whom all but 60 are free. Mdme, Jousselin, the Head-mistress, reports that 
among the new pupils are seversl who have been withdrawn from a Protestant 
Missionary School. Althongh a Christian herself, she states that the missionaries 
trouble tuemselves but little with the education of Jewish children, all they 
care for is numbers, She expresses her complete satisfaction with the 
intelligence and progress of those of her pupils, who are children of Russian 
refagees. Mdme, Jousselin is anxious to introduce English into the two 
bighest classes, but the School fands cannot bear the additional expenditure. 
—Tae Head-mistress of the Girls’ School at Tetuan (Morocco) reports that 
children who, on entering, had no notion cf reading, were able at the end of a 
year t> read Spanish and French fluently. 

A general discussion ensued on the Report, in the course of which 
aitention was called to the forthcoming Jubiles of the Shah. It was 
pointed out that His Majesty had shown himself mcst friendly to the Jews, 
whose condition had considerably improved during his reigo, but that owing to 


the lack of a Central Control such as exists in Earopean countries, the ° 


authorities in districts remote from the capital at times disobeyed His Msj+sty's 
instructions. On the motion of the Presipent, seconded by Mr. F. D. 
MOCATTA, it was resolved : That the Board of Deputies be invited to join the 
Association in an address of congratulation to the Shah on the occasiou of his 
Jubilee, and that steps be taken to sammon the Conjoint Foreign Committee 
for this purpcse, 

A vote of thanks was passed to the President for the service he had rend rad 
to the Association by visiting Branches at Birmingham and Liverpool, and to 
Messrs, E. N. Adler and Oawald J. Simon, who bad accompanied Mr. Montefiore 
to Birmiogbam. The Coun: il also expressed their appreciation of the trouble 
taken ty Mr, E. 8. Keliy at Hong Kong in obtaining there several new 
subecribers. 

The following recommc ndations of the Executive Committee were adopted: 

1, To renew the following grants :—Chio, £14; Constantinople, £200; 
Crajova, £30; Damascus Talmud Torah, £50, ditto, Adult Evening Ciass, £10, 
ditto Girls’ School, £32; Philippopolie, £40; St, Jean d'Acre, £4; Smyrna 
Gitls’ School, £40 ; ‘Tetuan Girls’ School, £23. 

2 To vote £20 to the School at Bottuaschani. 

In the course cf a statement made by M. Arif, he mentioned that the 
Alliance Israél.ts had occupied itself with the moral instruction conveyed in its 
:chools with the view of rendering it as perfect as it could be made and had also 
decided to raise the character of the religious instruction. With respect to the 
teaching of Engiish, M, Arié mentioned that it had latsly been introduced in 
his School, at the expense of the A'liance, as owing to the large trade with 
England the knowledge of the language would be extremely useful, but in the 
Girls’ School it was unneceasary. 

The mec tiog terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair. 


THE BOSNIAN JEWS. 


The Vienna correspondent of the Times gives the following particulars of the 
Jews in Bosnia, based upon details given in a recent number of the Pester Lloyd : 
One of the most interesting am sng the variouselements c »mposing the native 
yopulation of Bosnia, is that of the direct deecendants of the Spanish Jews exiled 
Sd their country some three hundred years ago. Their inborn talent for foreign 
languages, their business routine, industry, general adaptability, and sober views 
of life render them a fact to be taken into account and tingle them out as the 
future mediators of trade and commerce between the east and west of Europe. 
According to ancient records the Spanish Jews first settled in Bosnia in 
1574 in virtue of permission granted to them by the Sultan Murad III, 
to found a colony in those territories of his dominions which are known to-day 
as Servia and Bosnia. They number between tix and seven thc usand souls ail 
told, and are spread thoughout the larger towns of the province, no fewer than 
three thousand residing in Serajevo alone. Only very few are to be found in 
the Herzegovina, apparently because there they have less opportunity of exer- 
cising their favourite callings of money-changers and merchants. In consequence 
of their remarkable exclusiveners the members of this community have retained 
intact many of their ancient habits and traditions, which in the case of their co- 
religionists in other parts of the world have gradually become obsolete. Possibly 
this may be due to the strongly defined racial characteristics which bave caused 
them to hold aloof from almost all intimate intercourse with other nationalities, 
or it is perhaps attributable to the isolated geographical position of the country 
in which they have resided for more than three centuries. Be that as it may, 
the fact remains that they live to-day under conditions practically identical with 
those prevailing among their forefathers when they originally settled in the 
country. It may be confidently asserted that even in the Holy Land the intel- 
lectual, social, and religious pecularities of early Jewish life have not been to 
faithfully preserved as in this corner of south-eastern Europe, which, until a 
few years ago, was comparatively unexplored. Their relations with their German 
and other co religionists inhabiting the province itsel€ or residing io different 
parts of the Monarchy are restricted to very narrow limits, and are almost entirely 
confined to trade. The transfer of the administration of Bosnia and the Herze- 
govina to Austria-Hungary in 1880, and the far-:eaching innovations with which 
it was attended, have not failed to exercise a certain influence on the habits of 
this conservative people. At first the altered state of affairs was regarded with 
suspicion, bat in course of time confidence was restored, and they easily adapted 
themselves to the changed conditions. The majority still retain the conventional 
dress of the Turks, the only perceptible difference being a fur-trimmed falur and 
a fez instead of tLe usual turban. The younger generation has gradually adopted 
the European moje of attire, the fcz, however, being in most cases worn as head - 
gear. It is worthy of note that among them, as with many other semi-civilised 
races, gold and silver are looked upon as a sure prot ction against certain disearer, 
while the healing properties of gurlic are beld in high esteem, Thus, a Spanish 
Jewess in Bosnia, when putting on a new dress for the first time, seldom neglects 
to slip a fragment of the plant into one of the pockets as a symbol of good luck, 
and new-born children have a wreath of garlic placed around their necks. In 
order to increase the effect of this talisman it is frequently supplemented by a 
gold ducat su-pended from the neck by a riband. Toe Spanish Jews in Bosnia 
form a community whose intellectual progress has remained alimost stationary 
for centuries past.

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THE HOME AND HOSPITAL FOR 


The Annual General Court of Governors and Subscribers of the Home and 
Hospital for Jewish Iocarables was held last Sunday, at the new offices of the 
Board of Guardians, Widegate Street. Mr, Srvart M, Samvet, President, 
occupied the chair. 

The Chairman in moving the adoption of the Annual Report and Balance 
Sheet (an abstract of which was published in the ./ewish Chronicle of April 3r4), 
said that the policy of the new Board of Management bad been to look not at 
the past but rather to cast their eyes to the future, not to concern themselves 
with fruitless strife but to make the Institution the great one it was destined to 
be. It thus arose that the Balance Sheet opened with a bank balance as they 
fuund it and the usual list of donors was not appended, He asked their 
indulgence for those matters which would notrecur, It would be within 
the recollection of the meeting that a Committee of Investigation, con- 
sisting of Messrs. F. D, Mocatta and Barrow Emanuel and Lieut.-Colonel 


JEWISH INCURABLES. 


. Montefiore, bad been appointed to investigate the affairs of the charity, and 


their report, a most wise one, bad been the starting-point and guide to the new 
Board of Mansgement—(cheers)—and it would not be satisfied until they had 
carried out ali the recommendations of Mr, Mocatta and his colleagues, That 
Committee had found the institution overcrowded, and recommended that the 
maximum number of patients should be 20 and that the Board Room should be 
made into a ward. That had been done. It was also recommended that the 
rules of the institution should be revised, and that also had been done. The 
new Code of Rules bad indeed been framed with the utmost care by Messrs, 
Lionel Alexander, Alexander Levy and M. Grunebaun, assisted by the Honorary 
Consulting Counsel of the institution, Mr. 8, Moses, and a Special Committee. 
Tbe ultimate authority rested, of course, with the subscribers, but be did not 
hesitate to say that the rules were a model cf what should regulate an instita- 
tion such as thers. The Board of Mansgement had been strengthened by the 
addition of a number of new members, prominent in the community for their 
experience and their zeal, and he would be wanting in his duty if be did not 
refer to the appreciation with which the efforts of Meersrs. Lionel Alexander, 
8, G. Asher and J. M. Ansell were regarded by theircolleagues. The remaining 
members cf the old Committee, Mr, B. Barnett, Mr. Joshua Hands and others, 
had heartily welcomed the infusion of fresh blood, and the new Board had also 
been fcrturat3 in securing the serviccs of Mr. L. J, Salomons, a member of a 
highly-respected family, as Secretary. Mr.Salomons had already proved bimself 
to be an able and zealous cflicial. A Ladies’ Committee had also been established 
under the active supervision of Mrs. Frederic S, Franklin, of which Lady Magaus, 
Lady Montegau, Mrs, Phillips and other philanthropic ladies were members, How- 
ever, the chief point on which he desired to address them was the paramount and 
absolute necessity for their having new premises, Those they at present 
occupied never could be made adequate or properly adapted to the purposes 
of the Home and Hospital. He felt sure that they would have the support of 
the present subscribers and the public generally when they should have found a 
suitable site and asked for the necessary fands with which to build a large ade- 
quate institution to be able properly t> minister to the wants of the poor 
incurables of the community, Modern humanity demanded the brightest sur- 
roundings for the sick. Whatsver tender solicitade the doctors and nurses 
might be able to give, nevertheless it was absolutely necessary that such care 
should be supplemented by airy wards and proper means cf dealing with the 
cases. Nothing could be more depressing to the patients than to see the dying, 


-often suffering intense pain, passing their last moments in the general ward, He 


felt sure the management of the Home and Hospital would be ready to join any 
other institution in the matter of premises and new local. This was greatly to 
be desired. Befcra he concluded, he wished to point out that the institution 
hac proved that it supplied a recognised want, The large number of applications 
for admission that could not be entertained owing to insufficient accommodation, 
and the recognition of tbe institution by the Lecal Boards in Whitechapel and 
St, George's in the East through the representitions of Mr. John Harris, 0.C. 
showed that their institution fulfilled a recognised want. In most cases it served 
as a home for the dying, in others it provided alleviation for frequently very great 
suffering, but in one case of paralysis the skill of the doctors and nurses succeeded 
in restoring a certified incurable to his usual avocations and health (cheers), 
That he thought, was something to be yroud of. The new Board of Management 
had been in office only fcr a very short time, but he was quite sure 
that no institution amongst the Jews possessed a more devcted, able and 
energetic Board, It was a source cf very great satisfaction to him to be con- 
nected with that Institution. He felt sure it was destined to havea great 
future. He had gladly accepted the call to take the pcsition that he occupied, 
and he thanked the subscribers to the Institution and the community generally 
for the great assistance they had given and the confidence they had shown. 
Mr, Samuel also acknowledged the help given to the Institution by the Jewish 
press which bad done much to encourage them and to direct public attention to 
the Institution and the good that was being accomplished within its walls, He 
felt certain the public would give them the necessary funds to carry on the 
institution in more adequate premises, so that it might be a blessing to the poor 
of the community, and to the rich, who had enabled them to carry ona beneficent 
work.—(Loud Applause).

FRANCE,

He has lately retired, and in recognition of 
his services he has been presented with a silver salver and a handsomely bound 
copy of the last annual report of the Board. This report gives a sketch, for the 
purposes of the history of Leeuwarden, of Heer Dupares valuable labours in 
the inte rests of Education. 


On Sunday, the 15th March, the seventh annaal meeting of the Bane Lirael 
Calture Society and Library was held ia the hall of the Bene Israel Library. 
Mr. Benjamin Samson Ashtumker occupied the chair. The Secretary read the 
report for the year 180495. The year under review showed good progress. 
On the following day Mr. A. Reubin delivered a lectors in connection with 
the annual meeting. The subject was: “Cana Jew becom s a member of the 
Temperance Society?" Mr. A. A. Kehimker, B.A., LU.B, occapied the chair, 
On Tuesday, the 17th, a social gathering of the msmboers and friends of the 
Society was held under the auspices of the Jewish Temperance Association. 
Several speeches were made to promote the cause of temperance among the

SOUTH AFRICA.

Mr, Bander, who was 
assisted in the service by the Rev. B. Klein, the local minister, delivere! a 
p werfal address. The synigogue. which is a handsoms structure, was built 
from plans designed by Mr, H. ©. Marcus. On the day following the opening, 
the ministers of the Protestant Church of England and Wesleyan Caourch pail 
a visit to the Rev. Mr. Bender. He afterwards inspected the pablicschools,ani 
in the afterro solemnised the first wedding in the new synagogue before a 
crowded attendance, 

A pretty wedding was solemnised in the Cape Town Synageg1e on the 24th 
ult., the couple being Miss Florence Henochstberg (daughter ot Mr. and Mrs 
A.J. Henochsberg) and Mr. N. Guinsberg. The ceremony was attended by a 
fashionable and representative assembly, which included Dr. Muir, Super- 
intendent-General of Education. 

Mises Loewenstirk, who is well-known in London, gave the first of a reries 
ot concerts at Bulawayo at the beginning cf last month. The Rhodesia Weekly 
Review, referring to the concerts, remarked that if it could be taken as au 
example of what those following would be like, the entertainments should m e:

MOROCCO. 

Oar Mogador Correspondent writes: Owing to the defisit in the poor box o 
the Jewish community, Mr. Reuben E'mialeh, the President, refused to advance 
any money for the provision or clothing for the poor pupils of the several 
schools here, These children were thus confronted with the possibility of 
having to pass Passover without the clothing hitherto distributed among them 
at this festival. But the matter was satisfactorily arranged. In the case of the 
Anoglo-Jewish Association School, where ths largest sum was necessary, our 
President showed himself in a very pleasing attitude. Mr. Elmaleh undertook 
to see that the funds required were forthcoming. Applying in persona t» two 
members of our community, Messrs. Victor Lambroso and Abraham Coriat, who 
enjoy universal popularity, thanks to the neutral grounds they hold in com- 
mercial questions, te begged them to make a round, and collect subscriptions. 
'‘I'hese gentlemen very readily assented to his wishes and straightway started to 
work, having previously received from Mr, Eimaleh a document setting forth 
the regrettable position of affairs and strongly appealing to the community on 
bebalf of the poor girls of the school in question, This ioflaential document, 
backed up by the pathetic facts at issue, quickly met the support it aimed at and 
in a manner bardly to have been expected, which speaks eloquently of the 
public appreciation of the work that is being carried on in Mogador by the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. I may remark however en passant that it is a great 
pity the same general public does not show its appreciation with a little more 
regularity, by paying with a little more punctuality, the small annual contribu- 
tion which it promised to give, in aid of the noble efforts of that society, So the 
poor girls will now have new clothes for the Holy Days. 


AN INCIDENT AT THE BOARD.

_ “ Please Sir, I want to be a click: r,” was the remark uttered in no uncertain 
voice, by a bright and intelligent-looking boy of fourteen or fifteen on entering 
the room of the Apprenticing Committee of the Board of Guardians. A 
request so unusual, and the determined tone, excited surprise, for Jewish youths 
commonly seek more ambitious pursuits, and those, as a rule, for which they are 
eminently unsuited. So, thinking it a pity that a lad of so superior a stamp 
should not be re to a trade offering better prospects, it was suggested that there 
were other and better vacancies, But “ No, Sir, I want to be a clicker,” in even 
more resolute manner than before, was the only reply, Again, it was urged that 
a boy who Lad passed the seventh standard was adapted for some occupation 
ho'ding out more hope for advancement, Bicycle-making, cabinet work, and 
other attractive trades were offered in vain. “I want to bea clicker” was the 
only answer. Pressed to give a reason for his persistence, drew forth from the 
reluctant lad the following touching reply. “ £ want to keep my Shabbos, Sir. 
In all the trades you have mentioned after my time of apprenticeship has 


expired, I should have to work on my Sabbath, Sir. I know shan't if am a 
clicker, 


Please let me be a clicker,” 
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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN, 


A new critical edition of the Talmud is at last in contemplation, The 
collaborators will include both Jewish and Christian scholars. Among tho latter 
will be Babl, Dalman and Strack—themselves a tower of strength. The new 
edition will be based on the Munich MS, and on the first printed edition of the 
Talmud ( Venice, 1520—23), This is perhaps the most impcrtant announcement 
in Rabbinical literature of recent years, 


It is amusing to see the eagerness with which zealous champions are often 
more royalist than the King. Michel Goudchaux was a respectable politician 
and able Finance Ministar in France at the middle of the present century. 
Being of Jewish parentage, his memory has been attacked by Drumont and 
others of the same type. A certain M. Joseph Aron has appealed in vain to the 
present representatives of Goudchaux, but these wisely refased to enter the 
arena, Their father’s reputation is not so much in need of defence that they 
must reply to every calumny and sneer levelled agaivst it. M. Aron has done 
what they thought annecessary and undesirable, and has published a pamphlet 
entitled “ Michel Goudchaux et M. Edouard Drumont ” (Paris, 1 Rue Condorcet, 
1896). M. Aron bas this jastification that he appears to be distantly connected 
with the Goudchaux family. But as M. Aron’s own portrait adorns the 
pampblet, one almost imagines that self-glorification had something to do with 
his eagerness to answer Drumont. 


Talking of answers, Mr. A. Benn aptly quotes some lines addressed by a 
Scotch wit (was it Blackie ?) to a zealous clergyman who felt impelled t > answer 
Renan :— 

What! Answer Renan! This you cannot do; 

You only answer when you're spoken to, 

And Renan speaks to scholars, not to you. 
Mr. Benn shows how feeble is Dr, Baxter's attempt t» demolish Wellhausen. He 
rightly says: Let apologists reply to Driver's Deuteronomy first, LE they could 
disprove the ascription of the fifth book of the Pentateucsh toths Josian age, 
they could then easily enough settle accounts with Wellbausen, 


On the other hand, there is no doubt that the “ Higher Criticism” will tend 
to become, of itself, more conservative in the sense of increasing the 
credibility of the historical records contained in the Bible. “ Higher Criticism ” 
includes not only internal criticism but also the proper use of the Monuments, 
Mr, Flinders Petrie’s latest revelations will certiinly increase the confidence 


felt by students in the authenticity of the story of the sojourn of thejancient 


Hebrews in Egypt. 


Professor K. Budde, of Strasburg, is at present on a visit to London. This 
brilliant Old Testament scholar is no mere dry-as-dust philologian, He isa man 
of wide culture and is as deeply interested in the history of Art asin the Mosaic 
records, Professor Badde’'s standpoint is an original one, He JPeliercs the 
statements in the Bible, but thinks that criticism must explain these statements. 
Criticism, he holds, should be not destructive but re-consiractive, He thinks— 
and very rightly—that Criticism has helped to make the Bible more real and 
true by giving due weight to the human element in inspiration, Buddeisa 
firm believer in Revelation, 


I have not heard whether the proposed celebration of the thirty-ffth 
anniversary of Dr, Harkavy’s début as an author came off on the Ist of March, 
Dr. Harkavy has deserved well of student:. He is the Neubauer of Russia, 


Those who do not care to purchase the whole of Winter and Wiirsche’s 
‘ Jiidische Litteratur,” will be pleased to have in a separate form Dr, M. 
Kayserling’s ersay on “Jewish Literatura from Moses Mendelssohn to the 
present day.” This may be obtained at a very small price from Sigmund Mayer, 
Trier. Its 190 pages are full of excellent mait.r, somewhat compressed indeed, 
but admirably suited for reference. 


The Quarterly Statement of the Palestine Exploration Fund contains its usua 
budget of good, bad, and indifferent matter. The remarks on the Jewish pottery 
recently found in Jerusalem (p, 115) ere very interesting. The specimens were 
all reproductions of old Phoenician types, and like much early pottery, display a 
burnished facing. “ Petrie shows how this lasted from the earliest Amorite 
time down to the Jewish period, when it occurs in a debased form.” One hardly 
knows why the paper on “ Bible Coins found in Palestine” was published—it 
seems a very inadequate treatment of contested points. The chief matter of 
value in the number is the further report, by Dr, F, J. Bliss, of the excavations 
at Jerusalem now in course of completion. 


Professor T, F. Wright (p. 172), gives a very plausible explanation of 
Nehemiah’s Night Ride (Neh. ii., 12-15), The recent excavations in Jerusalem 
have revealed the existence of gates, which made it far easier to understand 
Nehemiah’s route. A new gate has come to light, leading directly into the valley 
to Hinnom. The dragon's well has not been found, but “ it is plain that water 
was not far off. A reservoir filled feoma pool above by an intermittent flow 
would be so called.” The dung gate has also been found ty Dr. Bliss, and it 
leads directly to Tophet. The fountain gate has been found at the south-eastern 
angle, close by much water, and leading to Bir Eyub; the King’s pool was 
Hezekiah's Siloam, ‘“ Beyond this Nehemiah could not ride, because the path 
was so obstructed with fallen stones. He, therefore, went on foot up to the 
brook, that is Kedron, probably until he saw the Temple Wall along its length ; 
and then he turned back and re-entered by the valley gate.’ To show how 
luminous this theory is, I cite the passage from Nehemiah in fall :— 

And I arose in the night, I and some few men with me ; neither told I any man what 
God had put into my heart to do for Jerusalem; neither was there any beast with me, save 
the beast that I rode upon, And I went out by night by the valley gate, even toward the 
dragon's well, and to the dung gate, and viewed the walls of Jerusalem, which were brokea 
down, and the gates thereof were consumed with fire. Then I went on to the fountain gate 


and to the king's pool: but there was no place for the beast that was under me to pass. 
Then went I up in the night by the brook, and viewed the wall; and I turned back, and 
entered by the valley gate, and so returned. 


Other points in the Quarterly Statement must stand over for next week. 


Dr. 8. Mandelkern’s new Concordance to the Old ‘Lestament far excels all i's 
predecessors, It is magnificently printed in charming type, it is well-arranged, 
and is very full. It contains the proper names, and all the particles. The edit :r 
and publisher (Veit and Co., Leipzig) are alike to be congratulated on this 
splendid achievement, It makes the study of the Old Testament easier, and it 
is a real pleasure to turn over Dr, Mandelkern’s pages. It is almost incredible 
that such a work can have been done by a single compiler, yet it is a fact that 
Dr, Mandelkern worked entirely without collaborators. ., a 


“JEWISH QUARTERLY REVIEW.” 


The April number of the Jewish Quarterly maintains a high etindard. Mr. 
Schechter writes on the Torah in its aspect of law, and at the end of the article 
admirably expresses the motives which sufficed the Rabbis, Tae love of God, 
the joy felt in the performances of the law, and the harmony perceived in the 
life lived according to the Torah were enough ; the hope of reward and fear of 
punish ment were dispensed with by the higher minds, 


“See how the sun, now rising golden clear 
Sank yester eve in gloomy grey” 


are two pretty lines in Mrs, Henry Tucas's translation; Miss Nina Davis also 
contributes well-turoed verses ; and Mr. I. Freedman a Jearned rendering of “ the 
Silver Bowl.” Wr. Cyras Adler gives a fall account of the Qaarries of Solomon 
at Jerusalem. He inspected them by the light of the torches of the American 
colony, a band of religious ent iusiasts, who have given up worldly goods 
and cares,and await the second advent. Mr. Claude (}. Montstiore reviews the 
late Dr. Wiener’s criticism of the Dietary Laws, admitting that they were partand 
parcel of the popular religion. Tried by his own transcendental standard, he finds 
them wanting, bat they have been serviceable for many centuries to plain men 
aniwomen, It is needless to say that the article, in spite of its radival def cts, 
contains much that is noble and suggestive. Dr. Cnotzner contribut:s an 
interesting «ketch of Yedaya Bedaresi, the prose translation being much more 
satisfactory than that which aims at a metrical form, Prc fessor Bacher writas 
on Jehudah Hadassi and on Strack’s Text Bock; and Dr, S. Poznnski on 
Professor Bacher. Dr. 8. A. Hirsch gives a valuable picture of Reuchliao, the 
“ Father of the Stady of Hebrew among Christians”; and Mr, F. U. Conybeare 
collates the Armenian texts of the Testimerts of Judah, Dan, Joseph and 
Berjamia. The shorter notices include Dr. Kayserling on Mr. J. Jacobs’ 
Spanish Jews, a worthy study; and Ludwig Biau on Strack’s Introduction, 
Dr. Kaufmann, has valuable biographical notes, and one on the Egyptian 
Parim (Adar 23:b). Mr, E. N, Adler describes a fragment of a collection of 
Haphtorahs from Vairo, and Miss E'sie Davis discourses pleasaut)y on Woman 
in the Midrash. 


THE REV. C. Z. MACCOBY AT MAIDEN LANE SYNAGOGUE. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT, | 


Sibbath last was a red letter day in the public career, in London, of the 
Rev. C. Z, Maccoby, as it was the first occasion that the eloquent Magzid 
reached in England at a West End Synagogue. Prior to the Musaph Service, 
Mr. Maccoby mounted the steps leading to the Ark, and in front of a desk 
placed to serve as a og the lecturer, without any sign of uneasiness at likely 
criticisms of his English, began, tiking his text from (Leviticus viii. 33) “ And 
ye shall not-go out of the door of the Tabernacle of the congregation in seven 
days, until the days of your consecration bs at an end; for seven days shall be 
consecrate you.” Clear and distinct, without faltering, was every word uttered 
by the lecturer. Eloquently he pleaded that every man in the courae of his life, 
which is no mere trick nor a period in which to conjure, has to undergo a pre- 
parator y course before any important epoch or impendingevent. For duty and 
lory march side by side, said the lecturer; by preparation one can learn to be 
Satifal, and the reward for duty is glory. Under no circumstances reverse this 
rule ; do not seek glory first, intending t» be dutiful after. Act in the spirit of 
the text, “for seven days shall He consecrate you,” therefore you must conse- 
crate a period prior to action, Medical priests, and priests of various sciences, 
must undergo courses of consecration, or study. How much more ought men 
who wish (wisely) to direct public opinion? Thus the lecturer continued, 
showing weaknesses in human life. The large essembly present seemed in 
rapture with this wonderful map, as elcquent in the vernacular as in Yiddish. 

Addressing two Barmitzvabs, Mast«rs S. Goldstein and Joel Victor, the 
reverend gentleman exhorted them in a lesson charming in its s'mplicity ; a 
lesson as suited for every one present as for two boy: t> whom it was particu- 
larly addressed, The sermon concluded with a beautiful prayer, in which he 
invited the congregation to join, When the service was over, all were unanimous 
in pronourcing the sermon marvellous, A'l wished to grasp the preacher's 
hand and to congratulate bim. 

Instead of the usual “ Yasher-koach,” congratulations in the vernacular only 
were heard, eager | the popularity the Rev. U. Z. Maccoby enjoys, I ven- 
ture to hope the reverend gentleman will,at no distant date, receive an invitation 
to preach during the morning service at one of the West End Synagogues of the 
United Synagegue.

Mr. Feldman gave a brief 
h storical sketch of the Ethics of the Fathers and a short descrip:ion cf its 
contenta, Many people, he said, regarded the Talmud as nothing but a legal 
code. Bat here was a compendiam of Ethics taken from the Mishnah. And 
this was not the only example, Many of the finest prayers in the liturgy had 
their source in that great Book of Tradition. The preacher then proceeded to 
expound his text, The duty of studing the Law devolved upon each individual, 
The business man too must devote some time to it, even if it be only a few 
spars moments. Judaism never recognised a special caste of the learned. The 
great Rabbis of Talmudic times were business or professional men, 8» were 
they who carried on Jewish Traditions in the Middle Ages, Muiimonides, ¢7,, 
was a busy phy-ician (here Mr. Feldman read an extract from the wel!-koown 
letter of the 02°99, in which he describes hia daily occupations) yet he did so 
much in the field of Jewish Literature and Theology, Bat the study of the 
Law was only a means toanend. The phrase used in the t2xt implied a double 
injunction, “ Busy thyself with the Law and Religion,” and then “carry on thy 
business, con@uct thy daily life in accordance with that Law and that Religion.” 
The study cf the Law must inflaence one’s life and conduct, The last part of 
the text sounded a note of warning to the pious, Humility must go hard in 
hand with piety. The man who made a display of his religiousness, so far 
from winnieg others to h’s cause, arouses doub: and suspicion as to his own 
earnestness, The study of the Law must not be made a means of self- 
glorification. ‘The Jow is here to glorify God but not to glorify himself, At 
the conclusion of his sermon, Mr. Feldman addrassed a few wor Ja to two boys 
who were Barmitzvab.
